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FORCE IS HERE 
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It's been a long haul for the punk rock movement. After being 
built up and then discarded by profiteering bandwagon jumpers - 
we stand alone. Many claim that punk rock was simply a self- 
defeating anti-movement that had no particular goal except self- 
destruction. Others have mocked the efforts of punk by 
disregarding any serious attempts at creating an alternative and 
perpetuating the myth that we are only in this for fashion and 
kicks. Nobody believed punk would still be around over a decade 
later. Who would have thought of an evolution of punk into a 
formidable voice of opposition? Who would have imagined how 
universal our cries for change would become? Yet we are here 
now and that is undeniable. 

We have survived criticism from all fronts. We have been 
subjected to the worst abuse, even by those who believe in 
similar fundamental ideologies. We have been ostracized from 
within the ranks of the so-called alternative movement. We have 
become adjusted to being everybody’s kick dog - like it or not 
Yet we still persevere. 

Why then? What have we created? After many years of struggle 
we are winning control of our lives. Our lives are controlled by 
those who couldn’t give a toss about us except for their share of 
the profits. These people are our oppressors; from those in the 
government to the perpetuators of the sterile manufactured 
corporate hell. We are putting a stop to this. We are learning from 
each other and taking inspiration through example. Even some 
of the seemingly small steps are in-effect giant leaps; we are 
creating our own alternatives. We have created our own music, 
our own lifestyle, our own community and our own culture. The 
more we kick at the foundation of our oppressors, the closer we 
will come to true freedom. 

Over the years, a serious movement has emerged. Obviously 
the label "punk rock" has become archaic as a universal label. We 
no longer need such a limiting term: Through the course of time 
we have become bonded by attitude - a common desire. The 
point is that we still exist and struggle through the profane 
existence the best that we can. All boundaries aside, we are 
alone, but our strength is great. Our culture is one of resistance 
and we are growing both in numbers and diversity. We can no 
longer be laughed off and pushed aside. 

Although the day may be far off when we can truly claim to be 
free, we still carry on building our alternative. We are building a 
movement based on love, taking actions in hope that some day 
peace may finally be achieved. We may stumble in our efforts, but 
we still struggle to carry on. Freedom is something we can create 
everyday; it is up to all of us to make it happen. ★

I London, England 

On Saturday, March 3ist, central 
, London erupted in mass rioting as thou- 
I sands of people fought against the po- 
fice during the biggest demonstration 
against the hated Poll Tax seen in Eng* 
land so far. It is estimated that nearly a 
' guarter of a million people showed up to 
demonstrate on the day before full im¬ 
plementation. The demo began in Ken¬ 
sington Park, South London and as it 
passed Downing St. (home of Prime 
Minister Thatcher) was attacked by 
mounted police who were insisting a 
section of the crowd end their sit-down 
protest, Peopletoughtbackdeterminedly 
when the cops tried to force everyone up 
intoan already packed Trafalgar Square. 
The area soon became a battle ground 
as Police oh horses and in vehicles rode 
into tile mass of demonstrators, injuring 
many and indiscriminately arresting and 
beating anyone who happened to be In 
their way. 

Angered by this behavior, people 
began to defend themselves with any¬ 
thing they could lay their hands on •- 
bricks, botties, pieces of scaffolding, 
placards, etc. The police's huge array of 
riot weaponry (truncheons, riot clothing, 
shields, helmets, armored vans, etc.) 
Was not enough to drive the massive 


crowds out of tile Square. 

As the police lines were pushed back 
the battle in the square soon spread and 
other targets were attacked. Thousand 
of people turned their anger on the posh 
shops and theater land of the rich - 
swanky restaurants, shops and banks 
got trashed, yuppiecars were overturned 
and were set alight to become blazing 
barricades, McDonald's had it's windows 
run through, as Ml around people battled 
with police with just about anything they 
coukfget their hands on. From Leicester 
Square to Covent Garden to Picadilly 
this continued for many hours - at 2:00 
AM the next morning there were still 
reports on the radio of groups hundreds 
strong still burning and looting on the 
West End! 

Over 350 people were arrested in the 
end, with court cases expected to run on 
for months. Both the police and the do- 
gooders of the left are blaming ’anar¬ 
chists* (even ’squatters’ll) for the vio¬ 
lence - totally unable to comprehend that 
it was thousands of ordinary working* 
class people who used violence as re¬ 
sistance on the day. 

During the month of March, leading up 
to the London rioting, saw numerous 
angry demonstrations throughout Eng¬ 
land and Wales, as local councils met to 
set the rates of the Poll Tax in their area. 


Protests occurred in Bristol, Reading 
Swindon, Nottingham, Plymouth, Shef¬ 
field, Manchester, Cardiff and all over 
London, to name but a few. From the 
inner cities to Tory run villages, people 
were out in force to voice their anger 
against the Poll Tax. 

In April, Councils throughout England 
and Wales were scheduled to send but 
the first bills tor the Government's Pofl 
Tax. Every adult will be expected to pay 
the same level of Poll Tax, regardless of 
income level. People living in over¬ 
crowded, previously low-rated homes 
will suffer the most, especially in inner- 
city areas where Councils have been 
forced to levy a high PollTax to maintain 
services. Overall, the working dass 
people will generally be worse off, whilst 
the rich will benefit greatly. 

Despite the threat of fines, thousands 
of people throughout England and Wales 
have refused to register. In Scotland 
where the Poll Tax has been in force for 
ayear, one in four people are not paying, 
in Glasgow 41% are not paying! Anti- 
Poll Tax groups have sprung up in all 
areas. Local Councils seem unable to 
do anything - not one warrant sale has 
been successfully carried out, and the 
government is being totally humiliated.

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The accusations that they are 
| "anarchists" is being used as an ex¬ 
cuse for torturing dissident mem¬ 
bers of the ANC, according to a 
report in a article which appeared in 
the the April 26th issue of Le Monde 
Libertaire, the weekly journal of the 
French Anarchist Federation. 

The Articles cites information 
from seven ex-ANC members, now 
living in Kenya, who said they were 
tortured following a failed revolt in 
"Umkhonto We Sizue," the armed 
wing of the ANC. The seven were 
"attached to trees," the articles says, 


and “whipped, and then shut inside 

iron containers where were exposed 
to the sun. Some were even burned 
with plastic." 

"In the space of several years," 
the article continues, "60 militants of the 
ANC who were on poor terms with cor¬ 
rupt leaders have perished while they 
were being tortured. In light of such a 
scandal, a spokesman for the accused 
organization has acknowledged, with¬ 
out a hint of remorse, that "some ’anar¬ 
chists’ who were accused of treason, re¬ 
bellion and of killing officers" have in 
effect been imprisoned in ANC camps 
which were set up in the countries bor¬ 


dering South Africa between 1984 and 

1988. Torture, according to the state¬ 
ment above, is justifiable when ’anar¬ 
chists* are undergoing it." There are 
presently 200-300 dissident ANC mem¬ 
bers, the article says. 

The accusation of "anarchism" as an 
all-purpose epithet has a long history. 
Classic is ifs use by the media, police, 
and Thatcher government in their at¬ 
tempt to put the finger on and demonize 
the "organizers" of the recent London 
anti-Poll Tax riot. Anarchists joyously 
partidpated in the event, beyond a doubt, 
but there is no indication that they organ¬ 
ized it any more than the Brixton riots, 
which they also participated in. - M.W.

On Sunday, March 18th, a demonstration 
was held in front of the McDonald’s on Broad¬ 
way, south of Astor Place. The demonstration 
scheduled for noon to 4:00 PM was called by 
the Anti-Death Corporation Group to protest 
McDonald’s Corporation’s destruction of South 
American rainforests, murder of animals, use 
of styrofoam packaging , their contribution to 
third world starvation due to meat production, 
substandard work conditions as well as many 
other atrocities. 

The demonstration started peacefully, as 
planned, with free vegan food being distributed 
as a way of educating meat-eaters about alter¬ 
natives. Literature was passed out and signs 
were held for passers by to read. As a result 
many people decided not to eat at McDonald’s, 
and those that did were jeered by the growing 
crowd of demonstrators. 

Shortly before 3:00 P.M. the literature ran 
out and the more militant demonstrators be 
’came bored. The crowd had swelled from 50 
demonstrators to over 100, including passers 
by. The chanting became increasingly louder 


SQUAT REPORTS 


COPENHAGEN, DENMARK 

In the beginning of February Police evicted 
two squats, Sorts Hest & Mehanisk Music 
Museum at Vesterbro in Copenhagen • squats 
that have existed for several years. The oops 
had wanted to get the squatters out for a long 
time and on February 2nd they got (made up 
themselves) their excuse - a police patrol was 
"trapped* and attacked outside Cafe Morgen- 
stjeme in Sorte Hest 

The incident, as told by some squatters, was 
the result of a police patrol passing the cafe 
where three people where having a play fight. 
The four cops in the patrol tried to arrest the 
three which resulted in fighting with the police. 
The police left without making any arrests with 
one of their ranks wounded (from a bottle 
thrown onto his head). After this aH who left the 
cafe were arrested (about 30 people). At about 
2 100 P.M. the following day the squats were 
evicted - the 36 people sleeping in the houses 
were arrested and hand-cuffed - no one had 
time for resistance, the eviction only took ten 
minutes. 

In the evening there was a chaotic meeting in 
Ungem (Youth house) and also revenge: bank 
windows were smashed, street fighting, people 
are forced back into a remaining squat, 
Baldersgade, tear gas and molotovs are used 
while the fighting continued for several hours. 
Demos and solidarity actions continued for 
several days. A police station in Christian- 
shvan (in Copenhagen) was burned down and 
another, in Vanlese, had it's windows smashed. 
The Danish Errtoassy in Oslo was attacked on 
three days in a row, while the embassy in 
Stockholm and General Consulate in Hamburg 
also got a dose of sprayed-slogans and 
smashed windows.

VANCOUVER, CANADA 

Since the beginning of March *90four houses 
in one city block, slated for demolition at the end 
of May, have been occupied by 15-20 squat¬ 
ters. Unlike other squats in Vancouver, these 
four houses, located in the East End of Vancou¬ 
ver, have begun publicly organizing & employ¬ 
ing methods of self-management. A regular 
feature of the squats has been meetings to 
solve internal problems, particularly sexism, as 
well as discussions on the various aspects of 
squatting as an action. Amongst the four houses 
there is also a wimmins squat, with only wim- 
min, a space which they can feel their own self¬ 
empowerment and security from the typical 
patriarchal attitudes of too many men. 

For the first month this was all done under 
the very nose of the developer. Once the 
company became aware of the squats, it 
demanded a rental fee but refused the $1 a day

BERKELEY, CALIFORNIA 

On Friday, March 2nd. Students at the Uni¬ 
versity of California Berkeley's Barrington Hall 
hosted a private poetry reading. About 40 
people gathered in the downstairs lounge to 
quietly listen to poetry. At 10:00 P.M., upwards 
to three dozen police broke into the party, 
declaring the reading to be an illegal gathering 
and ordered everyone out of the building. The 
residents and the guests refused, thus begin 
ning a five hour confrontation with the police 
which ended with eight people in the hospital, 
17 in jail, ten injure cops, a demolished police 
car and over $10,000 damage to student's 
property. 


and McDonald’s was paint-bombed with red 
paint, signifying blood as a more dramatic vis¬ 
ual effect. This immediately angered the police 
who quickly called for back-ups. However, they 
were not able to identify the person who did it. 
Shortly after a McDonnald’s garbage can 
mysteriously burst into flames. This time the 
cops didn't hesitate to react. They began 
pushing at the crowd with their nightsticks, 
ordering them off the sidewalk. They pin¬ 
pointed one demonstrator, slammed him against 
a car and cuffed him. A second demonstrator 
tried to pull the first one away from the police. 
The second demonstrator was pushed to the 
ground by another group of police, his arms 
were held behind his back as his head was 
pressed into the pavement. His face turned 
bright red, he was obviously in great pain. The 
crowd chanted "let him go." Many of us put 
ourselves between the police and their cars, 
but the police pushed their way through, hitting 
many people with their nightsticks in the proc¬ 
ess. The two demonstrators were taken away. 
By this time the entire crowd was in the street 
blocking traffic and chanting "no police state." 
Supportive passers by and N.Y.U. students 
hanging out their windows chanted the same. 


The police announced they were clearing the 
street and began pushing people back onto the 
sidewalk. 

The demonstration reappeared at the 
McDonald’s located on 1st Avenue and 6th 
Street. The police were not there to greet us, 
but when they finally caught on they showed up 
in foroe. This phase of the demonstration was 
short. 

The demonstration appeared for a third time 
at the original location. There was still a police 
presence but the demonstration continued. This 
final phase was peaceful. Although there was 
no literature left, we were still able to educate 
peopleby speaking to them directly. McOonakfs 
did not make their sales statistics available to 
us, but we are certain their business was sorely 
injured. 

After the demonstration winded down we (a 
large group of vegan demonstrators) went to 
Chinatown for a post-demo dinner. On our way 
back a demonstrator I berated a turtle from her 
sure to be torturous death as soup. The turtle 
was quickly transported to Minneapolis where 
she wiN be released into her natural environ¬ 
ment. 


FORTRESS 


As Western Europe moves towards 
the elimination of its own borders and 
the building of the so-called European 
Market, taking place in secrecy is the 
creating of a new Orwellian police pro¬ 
gram. Four years ago, top level Euro¬ 
crats met in Schengen, a tiny village on 
the borders of Luxembourg, France, and 
West Germany and determined the 
general outline of an agreement for law 
enforcement. Since then they’ve kept 
meeting and are planning the implem¬ 
entation of the Schengen Agreement 
which is to create justice and police col¬ 
laboration for drugs, expulsions, refu¬ 
gees, and immigration policy. They plan 
on building a wall around Europe by 
collaborating on immigration policies 
(bringing them up to par with Europe’s 
most racist government - England?). 

Another point of the Agreement is the 
creation of the "Schengen Information 
Service" which will bring together and 
allow for exchange of data on crime, 
drug traffic and terrorism. There will be 
800,000 people filed in the SIS com¬ 
puter, and when we talk about "crime" 
we know everyone’s concerned. Pris- 
expulsions and arrests are the 
keywords in the Schengen Agreements. 

Meanwhile, 40,000 children die eve¬ 
ryday, suffering under the heal of west¬ 
ern greed. Nationalist Europe is follow¬ 
ing the lead of the United States and is 
closing it’s frontiers to foreigners in an 
attempt to avoid sharing the wealth with 
the overwhelming majority of the planet.

Hungerstrike Over 


In our last issue we printed a 

report on the Hunger Strike of 
John Perotti, a prisoner in the J- 
1 Control Unit at the Ohio state 
prison in Lucasville. Perotti and 
two others, Sudan Swafford and 
Micheal Day, began a hunger- 
strike on February 14th to pro¬ 
test the conditions in the Con¬ 
trol Unit, (former J-1 inmate, 
Gerard Valdes wrote "The 
Control Unit is made to break a 
mans spirit, to make him submit 
to the prison guards and be 
brainwashed to do exactly what 
they are told, to be a robot and 
not think for yourself, but only 
be told what to do...These 
Control Units serve no rehabili¬ 
tative purposes at all. They 
only try to control a man to the 
point of non-existence.") 

In a letter sent to the Prison 
News Service postmarked 
March 5th, Perotti said that he, 
and the others, called off their 
hungerstrike. Certain goals 
were achieved. Perotti and 
Swafford were sent out of the J- 
1 Control Unit and Mike Day 
was promised that he too would 
be transferred out. The state 
police are investigating Perotti's 
beating prior to the hunger 
strike, while the governor has 
also promised an investigation. 
As Perotti says, one can not 
expect too much from these 
investigations, but it will make it 
more difficult for stormtroopers 
in J-1 to jump on anyone else 
for a while. Wayne Taylor and 
nine other brothers joined the 
fast for seven days in Wiscon¬ 
sin; Effren Gamboa and Phil 
Scalice from the I.M.U. unit in 
Skelton, WA joined in as did 
Veronica Compton and Suz- 
zane Sprights from Gigi Har¬ 
bor, WA. There have also been 
reports that prisoners joined in 
at Marion. 

In a report printed in Love and 
Rage, it is said that Perotti has 
been transferred to another 
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prison in Ohio, the Lebanon 

Correctional Facility. Since his 
arrival there, Perotti's isolation 
of the last few years has contin¬ 
ued. He is segregated, the only 
one in his cell block. He is 
having trouble both sending and 
receiving mail (so much for mail 
tampering and Federal lawsl - 
Ed.) and denied access to the 
law library. 

The only visitor Perotti has 
been allowed is his mother; no 
other relatives, friends, or sup¬ 
porters has been permitted. 
John has written to the warden 
protesting these restrictions but 
has received no answer. There 
has been a lot of pressure on 
the warden in the form of phone 
calls and letters. As a result 
John's most recent visit with his 
mother was extended from the 
usual one hour to four. 

Perotti is perceived to be a 
threat by the prison staff, due to 
his organizing and legal work 
on behalf of the other prisoners. 
They are determined to keep 
him as isolated as possible, but 
they seem to be responding to 
outside pressure. Write or call 
and demand that Perotti be al¬ 
lowed ; visits with family, friends, 
and supporters; access to the 
Law Library; and an end to his 
isolation, and the freedom to 
send and receive mail freely.

On Sunday, April 1st, over 
700 inmates attheovercrowded 
Strangeways Prison in Manch¬ 
ester, England, rioted in protest 
the dehumanizing and humili¬ 
ating reality of prison daily life. 
The rooftop was occupied, 
windows were smashed and 
fires were set. The prison built 
in 1868 for 970 prisoners outra¬ 
geously overcrowded at the time 
of the uprising with about 1600 
prisoners there when the revolt 
began. Prisoners controlled 
sections of the prison for sev¬ 
eral weeks before finally sur¬ 
rendering. 

Early April saw thousands of

prisoners all across the country 
take part in a huge explosion of 
anger at being locked up and 
treated like shit throughout the 
British prison system. Over 100 
inmates took to the roof at 
Dartmoor and also wrecked 
cells, etc. Similar occurrences 
happened at Horfield Prison 
(Bristol), Armley (Leeds), 
Brixton, Pentonville, Shepton 
Mallet, Long Lartin, Portland, 
and at the modern maximum 
security prison at Shotts in 
Scotland where a screw was 
taken hostage.

At Lantin Prison in Liege, Bel¬ 
gium, level 2, seven HIV-posi¬ 
tive prisoners are living (or sur¬ 
viving) in inhuman conditions, 
totally isolated from other in¬ 
mates. They have their visits, 
cinema, walkings in the yard at 
different times, so they can 
never come in contact with their 
fellow prisoners. It also seems 
that all documents concerning 
the seropositives clearly notify 
their condition with the mention 
AIDS," as if to influence all 
decisions concerning them. 
Furthermorethe medical follow¬ 
up of the prisoners living with 
AIDS is really unsatisfying, for 
everything looking like a symp¬ 
tom (even a mere pimple) the 
infirmary replies; normal evalu¬ 
ation forthe disease. Seroposi¬ 
tives complain they're not given 
any sedatives. Two inmates 
were so stressed they had a 
knife fight, with nobody step¬ 
ping in. An overwhelming para¬ 
noia pervades among the 
screws who fear they might 
catch AIDS just like one would 
catch a common cold... The staff 
(voluntary with bonus) don't call 
these prisoners by their names, 
instead they use discriminatory 
terms like "hey AIDS, there's a 
visit for you I" 

Four detainees have lodged a 
complaint (with help of their

lawyers) on grounds of viola¬ 
tion of their fundamental rights, 
and demand their going back 
into the population of the prison. 
Last September in Montreal, 
seropositive inmates went on a 
hungerstrike to protest the dis- 
criminationthey too have under¬ 
gone; they are held in the infir¬ 
mary for 23 hours out of every

CRIME IN AN ANARCHIST SOCIETY 


By Felix 

One of the most frequent criticism of 
anarchism is that criminals will be able to 
run amok, raping and pillaging the popu¬ 
lace. The argument goesthat the govern¬ 
ment is necessary because only the state 
can effectively make and enforce laws to 
govern social behavior, provide a police 
force, and punish offenders. Throughout 
history anarchy has been stereotyped as 
lawless disorder and chaos where the 
strong victimized the meek, taking what 
they wanted at will. The ruling class has 
forever used this argument to justify the 
controlled growth of state control over 
every aspect of our lives. 

First a distinction must be made be¬ 
tween anti-social crime, and that which is 
viewed as crime only in the eyes of the 
state. Anti-social crime is crime which 
victimizes the community. It is that be¬ 
havior which infringes on people's per¬ 
sonal freedom to live their life without 
being assaulted, robbed and so on. These 
are the crimes that must be prevented 
within the community and dealt with when 
they occur. Then there are the "crimes" 
which the government has decided it is in 
the interest of civilization to defend the 
community against. These are such of¬ 
fenses as spitting on the sidewalk, drink¬ 
ing in the park, skateboarding, and so on. 

If you or I were to rob a congressman, 
we would spend years in jail. Yet these fat 
wind-bags live off of the money that we 
earned which has been extorted from us 
by threat of imprisonment. Which is the 
greater crime? Some would argue that 
there is such a thing as social crime, the 
classic Robin Hood scenario of stealing 
from the rich and giving to the poor. Then 
of course there is the anarchist tradition of 
expropriating the unearned property of 
the rich to fund the cause. The difference 
between social crime and anti-social crime 
is well illustrated by public attitudes. For 
example, rapists and child molesters are 
universally despised for their anti-social 
acts. Yet bank robbers from Jesse James 
to the present are admired and often 
become folk heros. 

The state is threatened by breakdowns 
of authority such as riots, and the laws are 
made to defend their power and privilege. 
The police are paid from property taxes, 
which clearly shows who they "serve and 

rotect," not honest working people but 


the rich and propertied. The state will 
bring in the full force of the FBI to deal with 
bank robbery, tax evasion, or any other 
crime which threatens the interests of the 
powerful. Yet rapists and child molesters 
get a slap on the wrist. Oliver North gets 
probation, and millionaire bankers and 
businessmen who embezzle from and 
mismanage their firms are "bailed out" 
with our tax dollars. The law is applied 
harshly against the poor who cannot buy 
lawyers who can kiss enough ass to get 
their clients off the hook. Minorities are 
convicted at far higher rates than whites 
for the same crimes. So where is their 
justice? Does the state "serve" our inter¬ 
ests and protect our property or it's own? 
Do they make laws to protect society from 
harm, or to keep the peasants in line? Do 
they punish those who commit crimes 
against society or "crimes" against their 
power? 


So what about anarchy? With no state, 
no laws and no police to stop anybody

who wants to from victimizing the de¬ 
fenseless? Most anarchists envision a 
society where people live together in col¬ 
lectives, that is worker owned and oper¬ 
ated farms and workshops without bosses 
run for the benefit of the community rather 
than for profit. These may be grouped 
into cooperatives of many farms or re¬ 
lated industries, or federations of many 
enterprises exchanging goods for the 
benefit of all. In the ideal anarchist society 
one of the fundamental reasons for crime 


would be eliminated-want. If everyone 
felt secure about their economic well- 
being, why would they need to victimize 
others to survive? If a few hours of honest 
work each day brought all the necessities 
of life, why take the risk? In an anarchist 
society the emphasis would be on equal¬ 
ity and community. Everyone who could 
would contribute to the survival of those 
who could not provide for themselves. 
The sense of community and equality 
would be a major deterrent to crime. In 
small towns and rural areas where every¬ 
one knows each other and respects one 
another, there is little or no anti-social 
crime. Why alienate the neighbor who will 
probably be able to help you more volun¬ 
tarily than, you stand to gain from robbing 
them? These are some of the basic 
economic and social reasons why crime 
would be reduced in an anarchist society. 

But isn't that utopian? Wont there 
always be scumbags who prefer to leech 
off and victimize society rather than do 
honest work? Are there not a lot of sickos 
who enjoy raping and molesting children? 
Of course crime will never go away en¬ 
tirely, there have always been those who 
choose to exploit the community for their 
gain. But are today's injustices any worse 
than what could happen in anarchy? If 
anti-social crime is endemic to human 
society why counter it with a system of 
injustice and inequality? Why not counter 
it at the level where it occurs? Why not put 
the task of defending the community 
against crime in the hands of the commu¬ 
nity itself. If the state did not make inane 
laws which deny our right to bear arms 
and defend ourselves wouldn't criminals 
think twice? Most anarchists admit that 
even a utopian anarchist community would 
require some sort of militia to defend itself 
from crime and attack. Not a standing 
army or police force with all the corruption 
and abuse you would expect, but a volun¬ 
teer posse of those against whose com¬ 
munity the crime has been committed. 
There are also theories about community 
policing, or even a sort of anarchist neigh¬ 
borhood watch to prevent and detect anti¬ 
social crime. Aren't we the community 
better able to uphold justice than an arbi¬ 
trary set of laws enacted by politicians 
who don't act in our interest? Anarchy 
may not be perfect, and crime may never 
go away, but given this system and it's 
injustice how could it be any wo rse?

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Dear Profane Existence, 

Your third issue was excellent. I am writing to take issue with 
some of the things said by Felix in his latest column. Felix says 
that "all divisions of race and culture merely divide those who are 
oppressed, making them easier to rule and be manipulated." 
This is far too simplistic. The very real divisions of the world’s 
people into distinct cultures is quite evident in the pages of 
Profane Existence which is overwhelmingly orientated towards 
white people. The writing is mainly by white people. The records 
reviewed are mainly by white people. I don't think people 
involved in such a euro-centric project are in much position to 
point the finger at oppre ssed nationalities fighting for national 
self-determination. 

White people tend to 
presume their national 
culture is "universal", 
while people whose cul¬ 
tures are under geno- 
cidal assault have to 
positively assert their 
cultural identities. 

I am an international¬ 
ist. I believe that the au¬ 
thoritarian structures of 
state, patriarchy, capital 
and national oppression 
can only be defeated if 
the oppressed people of 
the world unite. The 
question that confronts 
us is "what are the main 
barriers of unity?" Is it 
the national self-asser¬ 
tion of oppressed nation¬ 
alities or is it the racist 
defense of privileges by 
the people of the oppres- 
sornations? I would sug¬ 
gest that national self- 
determination is a nec¬ 
essary condition for 
meaningful cooperation 
between the working 
people of the oppressor 
and the oppressed na¬ 
tions. It is absolutely es¬ 
sential that the colonial 
mentality that distorts re 


speak of the Soviet Union and Arab states bankrolling the PLO, 
which you simplistically call a "terrorist group." But you ignore 
the $3 billion a year subsidy by the United States to Israel (the 
single largest recipient of U.S. military aid) in addition to the 
substantial investment in Israel by unions, pension funds and 
others. The budget of the PLO, of course, pales by comparison. 
Israel would not exist without U.S. aid. Beyond the military 
considerations, U.S. aid maintains a standard of living for Jews 
of European descent far beyond that of any other people of the 
region. Without this huge payoff, a huge number of Israelis 
would flee to greener pastures in the U.S., and elsewhere. 
The PLO is a br oad collection of gro ups united around the fight 

for* a "democratic and 
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secular" Palestine. While 
I regard their leadership 
as a collection of armed 
politicians like many oth¬ 
ers, it is insane to de¬ 
scribe them as "as pro¬ 
gressive as the the gov¬ 
ernment of Iran." Islamic 
fundamentalism is on the 
rise in the occupied terri¬ 
tories, but that reflects in 
part the looser reign the 
Zionists have given to the 
Mullahs in hope of raising 
divisions within the Pal¬ 
estinian community. The 
Palestinian people are the 
most educated and secu¬ 
lar people of the Arab 
world. This kind of rheto¬ 
ric plays into the anti-Arab 
racism that has been so 
skillfully employed in the 
defense of Zionism. The 
| PLO has certainly en¬ 
gaged in terrorist activi¬ 
ties, but that in no way 
reflects the complex to¬ 
tality of a very large or¬ 
ganization. Furthermore, 
to emphasize such ac¬ 
tions and fail to describe 
the considerably more 
ferocious butchery of the' 
Zionists plays into the 


lations between peoples be fought within the revolutionary 
movement as well as society at large. 

This doesn't mean slavish devotions to the politicians of the 
FMLN or the Mujahideen. But it does mean building serious 
solidarity with the struggles of the people of the oppressed 
nations who are fighting for their self-determination. 

I was particularly distressed by the grotesquely one-sided 
account of the Palestine-lsrael conflict. The insane crimes 
visited on the Jewish people no more entitle them to somebody 
else's homeland than the religious persecution of Puritans 
entitled them to Indian lands.

Zionist misinformation campaign about the conflict. For every 
Israeli civilian killed by Palestinian resistance 20 Palestinians 
have been killed by Israeliterror. This is the same ratio employed 
by the Nazi occupation forces in Greece and other countries 
where the resistance was strong. You ask whether we can 
choose sides in such a conflict, I have no problem, I am on the 
side of the Palestinian people in their fight for self-determination 
and I am against the Zionist colonial project. I believe in a world 
without borders. I believe Jews and Palestinians should be free 
to live wherever they wish as long as they donl make anyone 
else homeless in the process. The racist regime of Israel 
recognizes the citizenship of a third generation Jew born in 
Brooklyn and denies citizenship to a Palestinian born in Jerusa-

Felix K. Otlk replies to Dan Tranquility of N.Y.D.A.C 
(See letters Profane Existence #3) 

Dear Dan, 

I think you read a lot into a few sentences in our interview in Profane Existence 
#1. First of all I don't think we deserve the comparison to Agnostic Front. By 


associating us with a right-wing, nationalist, politicaily-questionabie skinhead 
band you totally misrepresent our position and its origin. While I am only one 
member of Destroy I I'd like to offer my opinions on welfare and food stamps with 
enough detail that you can agree or not. Certainly there are people on welfare who 
are in need. Single mothers frying to raise families, the elderly, the disabled, all 
need support of the community to survive. 

My parents divorced when I was two. Since my father was in and out of jail all 
through the 70's child support never materialized. My mother was on welfare and 
working, but she got hepatitis and didn't work for almost a year. If it hadn't been 
for the support of our family and welfare there's no way we could have made it. My 
mom was able to make enough money to get off welfare and never go back on. I'm 
not not trying to illustrate some sort of capitalist success story, I'm just trying to give 
a case example of how a person who needs help can eventually get back on their 
feet. 

I would rather not have it be the state which provides us with this charity. The 
money they dole out as welfare is just our money stolen through taxation anyway, 
and we're supposed to be thankful when they let us have some back. In an 
anarchist society persons unable to support themselves will be cared for by the 
able bodied. If there were a greater sense of community, equality and social re¬ 
sponsibility than in today's competitive capitalist society people would be more 
willing to support their comrades who are having a stretch of hard luck. 

But then what about the able bodied who refuse to work? What about parasites 
who would greedily prefer to live off of others labor? Be they the idle rich or the 
welfare cheats these people are parasites upon those who work only to see their 
pay extorted by the government. I feel the same disgust when I see a guy drive 
a Cadillac up to the Tom Thumb on the corner wearing half the gold production of 
South Africa around his neck and buying junk food with food stamps as I do when 
I see the rich driving around the lakes in their limousines. They didn't work to earn 
their wealth, they stole it from us. 

In an anarchist society we would all still have to work. Perhaps if the economy 
was organized for survival rather than profit we would only have to work a few hours 
a day, but we would still have to work. There would still be parasites who would 
think that they can leech off our good intentions, and they would have to learn to 
pull their weight for the benefit of the community or get out. 

While I would agree that one of the contributing causes to the institution of the 
welfare state (particularly during the depression and the unrest of the 60's) has 
been placating those who might seek a radical solution to their plight, I don't really 
think welfare is part of a diabolical plot for social control. It does however, increase 
the dependence of the working class on the state as those who are out of work, 
injured, etc. have to go to the state for support which they should (and in days of 
old would) get from their community. 

I agree that welfare is only a small part of the federal budget, the billions that are 
swindled by the hosts of other parasites in the bureaucracy are by no means 
overshadowed by what goes to welfare. You may notice that we were asked about 
what we thought of welfare and food stamps in the interview, not the military 
industrial complex. All of these parasites are making their living off of my labor and 
I don't like it. 

You criticize the fact that some of Destroy! are anarchists yet we all work and 
pay taxes. Well, I used to squat and eat out of dumpsters, which was fun, but in 
order to help the movement I think I can get a lot more accomplished by making 
a compromise with the system I hate. I couldn't be typing this response to you right 
now if I hadn't worked long enough to buy a computer and pay rent on a place to 
plug it in. Amplifiers, mountain bikes, Discharge records and other items essential 
to life, putting out a 'zine and working with the A.Y.F. don't come for free. I think 
I can get a lot more done in the anarchist movement in this capacity than I could 
when I was squatting and not working. 

This brings us to the major difference in our opinions about human control over 
our own destinies. I think that all of the members of Destroy I would agree that 
human beings determine their own fate. There is no such thing as predestination. 
While we may have a lot going against us (like my mom did a few years back) we 
must have the guts to fight for something better. I think Crass put this pretty well 
in the song "Big A Little A" 

Be exactly who you want to be, do what you want to do 

I am he and she is she, but you're the only you 

No one else has got your eyes, can see things you see 

ITS UP TO YOU TO CHANGE YOUR LIFE, AND MY LIFE'S UP TO ME

Well, I don't think I can put it much better than that. I hope this clarifies some 
of our opinions. Agree to differ? 
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Like Felix, we also feel the discussion occurring in the letters pages of Profane 
Existence is important. For that reason we would like to respond to the discussion 
in P.E. no 3 on "population policy." It seems things weren’t clarified enough on the 
question of "overpopulation" and the corresponding result of imperialism. 

We have already gone over contributing factors to extremely dense population 
areas in the three continents (Africa, South America and Asia)... These are: 
Extreme levels of poverty, hunger, malnutrition, the export dependence of these 
countries (i.e. cash crops, the I.M.F. and World Bank debts). In these conditions 
the family becomes a method of survival, and where one in four children die before 
age five, the practice becomes a necessity to counter the high death rate and to 
provide more wage-earners / food suppliers to the family. Without radical changes, 
decreasing the birth rate via sterilization in the present situation will only lead to 
more severe conditions. And so we come to the heart of the matter: It is not that 
there are too many people destroying resources; but instead the deadly and 
destructive patterns of global capitalism - imperialism. There is no doubt that 
presently the population density and economic conditions lead clearly to ecological 
destruction. But what is also dear is that our orientation cannot lay in decrying the 
"overpopulation" crisis, real or imagined, but fighting against conditions that create 
the need for large family units, fighting against the exploitation carried out by 
capital. 

As to Felix’s disbelief that "third world populations are controlled for some 
diabolical capitalist purpose," let us determine who does initiate population control 
and who develops sterilization techniques. In 1989, as a part of the I.M.F.'s 
condition for a loan, Brazil was forced to meet a set sterilization quota, an example 
consistent with the interests of the I.M.F. and ifs role. Who developed the theory 
of "over-population" as the cause of world-wide poverty? Mostly, this idea was 
presented and developed by the U.S. State Department in the late 60’ - early 70’s 
via the Agency for International Development (AID), the Peace Corps, and the U.S. 
Information Agency. The Nixon Administration established a "population office" 
which coordinated the above organizations with the aim of encouraging less 
developed nations to focus on ’population matters'." In the first four fiscal years of 
this program, the State Department increased the budget for population control 
from $10.5 million to $250 million. In addition, the AID contributes monetarily to 
"charity" organizations who also focus on the "population problem" (i.e. the 


International Planned Parenthood Federation). Who develops and profits form the 
sterilization methods? Multinationals such as Ciba-Geigy, Bayer, Sandoz, Scher- 
ing, and other pharmaceutical industries. And then there is also the multitude of 
genetic research laboratories from West Germany to England to Canada and to the 
United States. Population policy is directed not by miniscule little "third world" 
countries out of help to help "their people," but instead by the interests of the 
imperialist centers. Population policy is indeed a global strategy, but rather than 
a "diabolical" purpose, it is instead a systematic and developed strategy to ensure 
the continuance of exploitation. Lyndon Johnson, former U.S. president stated 
"Let us act on the fact that less than $5 invested in population control is worth more 
$100 invested in economic growth.” Most "right wing capitalist" opinions do not 
favor unchecked population control as a source of cheap labor and a market for 
their products because it is instead an obstacle to these goals, and in fact, as 
Johnson's quote shows, the large populations living in such desperate conditions 
pose a constant threat to their interests. The logic that millions of people living in 
total poverty, malnourished and uneducated, would somehow contribute to a labor 
force or (considering there is up to 60% un/under-employment) be a consumer 
market doesn’t make sense. 

The laboring, and consequently the consuming, force already exists in "third 
world" industrialized cities. As we said in out last letter, population control is applied 
to those who don't have a place in capital's productive process. 

Finally, once again addressing Felix's column, the PLO is not Marxist and 
Islamic, but rather a diverse spectrum of Marxists, capitalists and a variety of other 
tendencies. To say "the Palestinians... (use) terrorist measures" is too extreme a 
generalization. Some Palestinian groups have engaged in irresponsible actions, 
not ail. Kropotkin supported the allies in World War One, do we say "anarchists 
support imperialist wars?" Anarchists entered the Republican government in 1936 
Spain, do we say "anarchists support governments?" Of course notl

It was as if I died that day they came 
and took me away, it was worse than 
dying! ! was sentenced to my own 
private hell on Earth, I was locked up in 
a private youth institution, and this is the 
story... 

I'd already been locked up for nearly 
a year. I just kept causing too much 
trouble for the places I'd been sent. So 
under the penalty of law, I was being j 
kepi confined in a mental ward of a 
hospital 800 miles from home, fifteen 
yiarsold. 

I'd been there for eleven days without 
going outside at all. Nothing to do, I was 
watching television, on some drugs the! 
hospital had given me that day. Now I 
know why. Because the nurse brought 
in two men to "talk" to me about their 
’school." Two very large men came into | 
the room and the nurse left. I really 
didn't care who they were and I wasn’t to 
ready to go anywhere. 

They walked to either side of me, the 
man in charge (Karr) doing all the talk¬ 
ing. Introducing themselves real friendly. I 
Karr extended his hand to shake mine. 
A dirty trick that failed cos’ I did’nt shake 
his hand, next thing I know these two 
men are pulling me to my feet, cuffing 
my hands behind my back, searching 
my pockets and taking my personal 
possessions) All the while Karris telling 
me,"We can do this two ways. The easy 
way or the hard way, we can do what 
ever we have to, to take you back with 
us. Be easy on yourself and co-operate 
With us". What could I do?! I was 
caught,cuffed,barefoot, and drugged. 
So I went co-operatively, but not without 
commentary on being "kidnapped." I 
told them "Ya know what? This is the 
first time I’ve ever been abducted be¬ 
fore? Did you get my stuff? If I dont 


have my boots I'll be pissed off." I,m sure 
it annoyed them, I hope it did! 

So they marched me outside, each 
one firmly gripping an arm (as if I was 
gonna go anywhere). They get me to 
their car, switch the cuffs to my front and 
put me in back on the right side of the car. 
Then they strapped my forearms down 
to my thighs with the seatbelt. Karr 
drove, while his helping henchman sat to 
my left. These men are professionals, at 
least Karr is. Orange County , CA. cop 
and professional bounty hunter turned 
into an institutional kidnapper. They 
even have a fleet of cars consisting of 
four Cutlass Sierra's and five or six Dodge 
Caravans (for the tougher jobs, so they 
can take more thugs). They even had 
planes from what I know. They'd go 
anywhere at anytime to get new kids, for 
over thirty thousand dollars a year, they 
are well prepared to make sure you get 
there and stay there. 

The name of this place is irrelevant,but 
I'lltellyou anyway-Provo Canyon School. 
All you rebelous youth out there, BE¬ 
WARE! This could very well happen to 
you! At anytime and anyplace; 
home,school, or even when your par¬ 
ents take you on "vacation" somewhere 
I didn't believe in places like this until it 
was too late, yet if I'd known I could have 
prevented it or at least fought back! It's 
been three years now since I got out, 
after two years of my life were wasted! 
The last three years have been spent 
trying to put my life back into order after 
having everything torn apart. No longer 
will life ever be the same for me, not after 
whatthey did to me. I may be "free" now, 
but the memories still haunt me and as 
long as I can still rememeberthose black¬ 
est days of my youth. I’ll never be free! 
As long as we know that there are kids 
privately imprisoned by their parental 
authority, none of us are free! 

Well that's it for this issue, next issue 
we will take a look inside the ever so 
"popular" corporate youth institutions, 
who are more concerned with money 
than the well-being of the youth impris¬ 
oned in their "school". In fact money is all 
they are concerned with! 

This is written in support of all people, 
young and old, who are unfairly and in 
humanly victims of an authoritarian state 
You are not forgotten! Don't lose 
hope,YOU WILL BE FREE!!!! We'll all

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PORNOGRAPHY, CENSORSHIP & ANARCHISM 


I didn't set out to write this article because I 
love pornography (I don't), but I've seen some 
pretty disturbing developments in the anarchist 
community. More specifically, I'd like to re¬ 
spond to an article that appeared in the Minne¬ 
sota Daily, the U of M newspaper, on April 3rd. 
The article, which appeared (thankfully) on the 
opinions page, was credited to AnnElisa S 
Easthausen of RABL and I've included a copy 
of it so you can judge for yourself. 

On March 29th, Susie Bright (a.k.a. Susie 
Sexpert) spoke at Wiley Hall about the history 
of lesbian erotica, and showed clips of 15 
different films, from both porno and mainstream 
sources. 

I should say here that I use the words erotica 
and pornography interchangeably, because of 
yet no one has been able to come up with a 
definition of the difference between the two that 
everyone can agree on. I dread the day it 
happens because that will be the day when the 
anti-censorship battle is lost. 

I went to see Susie Bright speak because I 
am a fan of her work. She is the editor of On 
Our Backs, a magazine of lesbian erotica / por¬ 
nography produced by and for women. I feel 
that her magazine is really the first of it's kind to 
show such fair and creative representation of 
women's sexuality (not even strictly limited to 
lesbians). I don't think it could even be com¬ 
pared to traditional, male-produced pornogra¬ 
phy. It's a refreshing, open and original mix of 
stories, poetry, art, and photography about all 
different types of women; different races, 
classes, body types, and a wide variety of 
sexual practices ranging from flirting to mastur¬ 
bation to tribadism (you cant look this up but 
you can ask a friend!), and yes, even S & M, 
which seems to be the part everyone's getting 
worked up about (pardon my pun). 

When I went into the auditorium and saw 
people there who are involved with RABL and 
Tornado Warning (a recently formed women's 
self-help collective), it seemed perfectly nor¬ 
mal to me that they too might be Susie Bright 
fans, or at least be interested in women's 
portrayal in film. Imagine my surprize when , 
several days later, the article appeared and I 
found out that they were there protesting the 
event! Not only that but according to these "an¬ 
archists", some of my sexual practices repre¬ 
sent the "...replication of the domination and 
subordination." Apparently, I haven’t consented 
to it either, and by buying this magazine, l"m 
perpetuating male supremacy. Wow. What a 
harmless little pair of handcuffs can do. 

First off, I'd like to respond by kindly asking 
you to get out of my bed. If s really none of your 
business and I can't think of anything more 
anti-anarchist (read: authoritarian) than attempt¬ 
ing to determine the proper anarcha-feminist 
stance on sex. Because sex is not political - it's 
personal. And no amount of Andrea Dworki- 
nesque philosophizing is going to change 
peoples' true fantasies and turn-ons. If any¬ 
thing it will only create more guilt, which seems 
to me to be the real root of the problem. By 
problem I mean rape and the rape culture we 


live in. I won't go very deep into the pornogra¬ 
phy / violence connection argument, but I will 
say that most people are smart enough to 
understand the difference between fantasy 
and reality, and that not everything that is a 
turn-on in bed is feasible or even desirable in 
"real life." I think that most people have, at 
some time or another, had fantasies of forced 
sex, or at least a situation where someone else 
was in control. I don't think this is necessarily 
linked to a desire to actually be raped so much 
as it reflects the desire to give up control 
(responsibility?), which may be something we 
have too much of in our daily lives! If the image 
of "powerlessness" is what it takes to allow 
someone who is ordinarily very self-controlled 
and reserved to really let go, go wild to really 
get off, then so be it. Anything goes in bed (or 
wherever you happen to be having sex), as 
long as all parties are enjoying it. 

Although peoples' sexual practices can be a 
window into their psyche, not everything 
through that window should be taken literally, 
and it is my opinion that there are a lot of 
mentally healthy people who enjoy sexual prac¬ 
tices that might seem disturbing to others. I 
might also add that the tension that makes 
flirting, courting, or having sex for the first time 
with someone new so much fun. 

I guess the point I'm trying to make is that I 
don't think the portrayal of sexuality is the 
problem, I think that how it's construed and 
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used is more important. I think that of all the 
pornography that deserves to take the blame 
for violence againstwomen, On Our Backs isn't 
included. I think if s important to examine the 
real reasons behind rape and violence against 
women. Perhaps we should take a dose look 
at religion and the puritanical views on sex that 
most of us were brought up on. The ideas of 
virginity, chastity, possession, and the good / 
bad girl mentality have definitely messed with 
women's heads and made sex harder to enjoy, 
and have been responsible for more rapes 
than any amount of pictures will. I think that 
trying to determine (and eventually make laws 
based on) the difference between "good" erot¬ 
ica and "bad" pornography will only lead to 
more repression and make th forbidden fruit 
seem sweeter. Isn't that one of the motivations 
behind rape? 

Since sexual fantasies will always exist, 
wouldn't women benefit by producing their own 
portrayals of sexuality, to shed some truth on 
an industry filled with lies? Why not create 
something really enjoyable, instead of the 
degrading women-hating shit that makes up 
99.9% of pornography today? Better yet, how 
about something that appeals to both sexes? 

If pornography / erotica doesn't suit a per¬ 
son, then they shouldn't read or watch it. Simple 
as that. But shouldn't pro-choice extend be¬ 
yond the abortion issue? 
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We don’t buy S & M violence

In 1986. women fought and won the 
hat tie to eliminate pornography from cam¬ 
pus newsstands. It is ironic that in 1990. u is 
women who are bringing the pornographers 
/nick on campus in /arson. Susie Bright. self- 
pnuluimcd pornographer and supporter of 
sadomasochism, spoke and showed film clips 
last Thursday ai Willey Hall. 

In a show of protest, the Revolutionary 
Anarchist Bowling League (RABL) deliv¬ 
ered the following message. 

We are appalled by Susie Bright’s invita¬ 
tion to our campus! We are outraged by 
the playful endorsements of torture, humil¬ 
iation and slavery. Whips, chains, racks, 
shackles and other instruments of torture 
represent our imprisonment passed down 
through the history of oppression. 

We must question this legacy which 
finds handcuffs and chains alluring, slavery 
erotic, torture pleasurable. We must change 
how we view our sexuality, because S & M 
and porn have been around for a long time 
— from the atrocities of the Roman 
Empire, to black slavery, to the Holocaust 
and now, to the University campus. 

We must refuse the lie that lesbian 
S & M and pom is avant garde or about 
freedom of sexual expression. Lesbian 
S & M is not accidental, or only some 
activity conceived in the privacy of the 
bedroom. It is the replication of the 
sexuality of male supremacy. It is com¬ 
mitted to the eroticizing of domination 
and subordination. It equates hierarchy 


with sex itself. Porn institutionalizes this 
ideology of sexuality regardless of gender, 
and shows how to act out male supremacy — 
a how-to guide on violence against women. 

It is not 3. question of consent. Women 
have not consented to this system: Our 
consent is not necessary or required. White 
men set the standards and women either 
go along and get along or try to think of 
ways to resist without getting killed. We get 
killed either way! 

Now Susie Bright wants us to believe 
that chains equal freedom? That gags speak 
of consent? That humiliation is sexy? That 
domination and submission are the basic 
dynamics of sexuality? 

Is Susie Bright telling us that we are just 
uptight good girls, and we should relax and 
eroticize our destruction? Are we to believe 
that truly adventurous lesbians don’t dis¬ 
mantle male supremacy, that they perpetu¬ 
ate it? 

We don’t buy it, Susie Bright, because 
we question all systems of oppression, 
especially in our own community! We 
refuse to leave the structures of male 
dominance intact so women like you can pry 
your way into them, professing freedom of 
expression. We know that there can never 
truly be any freedom until justice exists, until 
all authority and hierarchy are smashed. On 
your back? Until your brand of violence 
against women stops, we won’t stop either!! 
Long live the revolution!

WHAT IS "POLAND?" WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


Some days ago a I read an article in the 
Polish zine "QQRYQ" #14 (which I think is 
the best Polish zine) in which the author wrote 
the Poland was paying for forty years of com¬ 
munist stupidity. Anyone who knows any¬ 
thing about the situation in Poland has to agree 
with it That’s the absolute truth! Our country 
is a very good example that anarchists and all 
people who want to do anything for them¬ 
selves should never cooperate with any com¬ 
munist movements! Do you know that Lenin’s 
army destroyed the first uprising of anarchists 
and libertarian socialists? Do you know that 
S talin killed more people than Hitler? Do you 
know what happened in December 1981? It 
was the first day of a long time to come when 
all of your telephone calls were controlled, 
when there was censorship of all of your 
letters, and sometimes you couldn't even leave 
your flat. The were cases of people being im¬ 
prisoned for some years because they had one 
leaflet in their home. But in spite of it all, the 
government couldn’t destroy the movement in 
minds, which appeared at that time. But soon 
some people started to part it, especially when 
they couldn’t agree with "Solidarity” leaders. 
For example, because it became a very Catho¬ 
lic movement and some people didn't believe 
in church. They didn't believe in church, 
which voted against the first strikes when they 
broke out in August of 1980. Another impor¬ 
tant reason for us was that this time there were 
the first cases of refusing to join the army At 
the time every young man had to join the army 
for two years. If he didn't want to he was im¬ 
prisoned for three years and then asked to join 
the army again. Youth didn’t want to be 
soldiers because of their religious / ethical 
ideas, but the leaders of "Solidarity," at least 
the majority of them, were not interested in it. 
They didn't want to help young people, so 
many young people stopped helping them. 

In 1983 began the first activities of the first 
Polish anarchist movement, which still exists 
today: RSA / Ruch Spoleczenstwa Alter- 
naty wnego - Alternative Society Movement. 
It was a very dangerous activity, so very few 
people knew about it. I didn’t know. They did 
some very important things including pub¬ 
lishing the first Polish anarchist magazine, 
"Homek," which looks like a leaflet and the 
first issues were printed very poorly - of 
course. They also organized some demon¬ 
strations, one of them on May 1st even be¬ 
came famous. In my opinion one of the best 
ideas was Hyde Park. These were meetings of 
all people, not only anarchists, who wanted to 
exchange ideas, opinions and friendship. They 
acted especially in Gdansk, which is still the 


most important center of Polish anarchism. 

In 1985 the most important peace / anar¬ 
chist movement started activity: WiP / 
Wolnosc i Pokdj - Freedom and Peace. They 
have become quite well-known and for that 
reason many people act with them, not only 
the young but a little older. They have made 
two especially big actions: The first against 
legislation about the army. Thanks to it you 
can work instead of being a soldier. A popular 
sentence is "You’d better copulate with an 
eagle than be soldier"(In Polish there is a 
rhyme in it). Also, there were two atomic 
power stations built in Poland. Thanks to WiP 
on is already stopped and we now fight against 
the second. 

In 1987 began the activities of M.A. / 
Miedzymiastowka Anarchistyczna - Anarchist 
Intercity, where people from RSA, WiP and 
other similar movements can work together. 
In the beginning it acted as a "Positive Ex¬ 
change Network" and now has become the 
Anarchist Federation. I don't think the change 
in character of the movement is useful, but 
that is my personal opinion and maybe I'm not 
right. Anarchist ideas are becoming more 
popular here, but there are also still many 
people who don't even know what the word 
means. They think that anarchy is killing, 
robbing and so on. It's very difficult to change 
their ridiculous opinions. I like M.A. because 
they are people who really want to cooperate 
with other people thinking in similar ways. 
For example many punks take part in it, which 
sometimes is extremely nice and useful. 

Now, one of the most important problems 
is cooperation between the independent cul¬ 
ture movement and anarchists. Especially the 
punk movement, because they are able to do 
many things due to the number of people in it; 
so if they take part in any action, that action 
becomes very strong. Unfortunately many 
punks are not interested in it I do hate to see 
some of them when I see they are bored, drink¬ 
ing alcohol and really doing nothing (sounds 
familiar - ed.). Of course there are also many 
punks who really want to act Last year there 
was a meeting called "Hyde Park" in Lu- 
bieszewo, a small village, with the aim to join 
these movements. It was unsuccessful be¬ 
cause only some h.c. / punks took part in dis¬ 
cussions. Only some of them showed up that 
really wanted to cooperate and fight for the 
possibility of free thinking. But I still hope the 
situation will change and that is quite possible 
in the near future. 

Do you know what the "Balcerowicz" plan 
is? Balcerowicz is one of the most important 
people in the Polish economy and administra¬ 


tion. His plan is to carry out a capitalist 
economy in Poland. From the point of view of 
many people here it isn’t bad because there's 
nothing worse than a communist economic 
system. But I am afraid that Poland as a 
country is unprepared for it. At the moment it 
just means that prices will grow higher and 
higher and of broken promises given to soci¬ 
ety. During the last election "Solidarity" lead¬ 
ers used to say some slogans which manyofus 
agreed with. The slogans for example were; 
economy without damage to the environment, 
new regulations for youth cases (i.e. army) 
and more political freedom. During the elec¬ 
tion "Solidarity" also voted against the Soviet 
army presence in Poland (they have their 
bases near my town so many people were 
angry for that reason). Now this organization 
is doing nothing to fulfill it's promises; it is 
concentrating instead only on it's own exis¬ 
tence in leading the country. A good example 
is the nuclear power station in Zamoweic. 
During the election leaders of "Solidarity" 
used to say that if they had power the con¬ 
struction would be stopped, so many people 
voted for them. Now, when they can make a 
decision on it, they say it cost too much money 
and that it's nearly finished and shouldn't be 
stopped. Last time there was a hunger strike 
of some young people in Gdansk protesting 
the building, but the leaders of "Solidarity" 
were not interested - the same with the local 
authorities. For that reason one of .the young 
people named the people who made the deci¬ 
sions "criminal." Don't you think he was 
right? 

In thejiear future we will have elections for 
local self-governments. I know that some 
people from M.A. want to be candidates. In 
my opinion it's a good occasion for acting in 
your local area and we shouldn't support any 
candidates of "S" (Solidarity). During the 
election for parliament some anarchist voted 
for "S" because they didn't want the commu¬ 
nist to have power (as I have said there is noth¬ 
ing worse then being led by communists) but 
now they are really angry. The man you voted 
for is acting against you, using police censor¬ 
ship and so on. Yes, there is a new kind of cen¬ 
sorship in Poland, although it isn't strong yet 
It is connected with the fact that it's a very 
Catholic country. So the church is organizing 
a new way of making censorship. We must 
oppose it 

There is one more thing which should be 
said about "Solidarity." As a matter of fact 
there is some groups which don’t agree with 
Walesa and his band. Some of them are have 
an interest in us. The biggest group is the so- 
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called "Fighting Solidarity,” which is not an 
anarchist movement, but they use some ideas 
of Edward Abramowski, one of the first liber¬ 
tarian socialist thinkers in Poland. During one 
of the last demonstrations in Poznan (against 
the the existence of SB - security service), I 
saw a transparent Solidarity written 
”Solid@rity ” and it was an interesting thing. I 
still have some nice friends in "S." They are 
young people who believe in their way -1 try 
to understand than. 

On the other side, it isn't true that the communists 
have completely fallen. As you probably know, the 
president of Poland is General Janizelski. He is the 
man from the communist party who was the leader 
for some yean and invented the state of warin 1981. 
Authorities are using slogans that give thanks to 
him that there was no Russian invasion in 1981 -but 
in my opinion this is so ridiculous that I don't even 
like to discuss it A similar stupid praise was that he 
secured quiet in Poland and that he was "right" He 
secured quiet in Poland with full prisons, censor¬ 
ship and violence if you didn't agree with the 
government's way. Communists are also still pres¬ 
ent in the Polish economy, still have many build¬ 
ings, magazines and power. Anarchists (and oth¬ 
ers) try to oppose them. For example, a few days ago 
in the town where I study there was an occupation 
of a building of the communist party. Young people 
came in and demanded that it be assigned for the 
university, where the situation is really bad. The 
occupation was quite successful because they 
reached their aim. 

Now, in many towns one of the most important 
anarchist activities is organizing independent clubs 
and possibly even squats. The Erst such dub came 
into being in Pila, called the "Kulturka" club. It is 
now the converging point for anarchists, punks, 
vegetarians and so on. Now there is a second similar 
club in Lublin (LAG A - Lublin Autonomous Anar¬ 
chist Group). People are also trying to get them 
started in other cities and towns, like Gdansk (there 
was a hunger strike to reach it), Poznan, and Wro¬ 
claw. There are many different means to achieve an 
aim. I’ve written about hunger strikes, demonstra¬ 
tions, sit-ins, and the most popular now, occupa¬ 
tions. What cioes an "occupation" entail? You 
go into the authorities' building and refuse to 
leave. This gives them two possibilities; they will 
do what you ask for or use force to have you 
removed. Fortunately now, they don't use force 
very often. 

It's extremely difficult to write about everything 
that is important in one article - there are so many 
problems and things to do. The best way for you, 
dear reader,is to write me if you want to know more 
about Poland. If you want, we could exchange 
ideas, information, opinions and so on. Also if you 
are interested in the Polish free press - write and we 
could swap. Poland changes day by day, so I cannot 
write about everything in this article. So if you want 
to know more, please contact me!

POLISH SCENE REPORT 


Hello there! Greetings from the land of 
heros and alcoholics. Here’s a few lines 
about what’s going on in Poland. Well, 
recently communism is over in my lovely 
country but is it a reason to go into ec¬ 
stasy? Personally, I’m not nostalgic for 
the past but I’m not satisfied with the 
present. Now Solidarity is different than it 
was in 1980. Most of the leaders are 
nothing more than politicians. Our new 
government decided they’ll not make 
’’experiments" because it’s beyond our 
means (as they claim) and introduce a 
good old system that really works - capi¬ 
talism. It sounds strange, at least be¬ 
cause turning socialism into capitalism is 
also an experiment isn’t it? But, I guess 
for them, experiments are only those 
solutions which aren't appreciated by the 
International Monetary Fund. The most 
visible effects of their policies are gallop¬ 
ing inflation, increase of prices (although 
now it’s not as galloping as before but 
everything still seems expensive because 
wages didn’t go up as fast as prices), and 
lately, unemployment. Every day there is 
more unemployed people because of 
(often senseless and unfair) reductions! 

Some little producers can't give work to 
people because of the new bigger taxes, 
which they should pay their employees, 
and for some of them it’s even too expen¬ 
sive to keep their business. This is a 
chance for western capitalists to buy the 
country. I don't think we could blame all of 
these things on the despotic commie 
morons who ruled this country for many 
years (but I must add that the shit we live 
in is partly created by them). When some 
workers weren't satisfied with the present 
situation and decided to go on strike, 
government and Solidarity leaders said 
"It's a violation of the laws. This is not the 
way to solve our problems." I think I've 
heard it all before. 

Most people seem to accept the pres¬ 
ent situation. I suppose that people are so 
tired after many years under the com¬ 
mies’ regime and trust in Solidarity is their 
last hope. That is probably why they don't 
want to see what is going on around them. 

I’m only complaining about the new 
situation, but there's been a few good 
changes too. We have more freedom 
than ever. For instance there is no more 
censorship, which is hard to imagine as it 
was a basic institution in this country for 
many years. It really could give you an 


illusion of freedom after many years of 
oppression. But I don’t know for how long 
because except that we're slowly becom¬ 
ing a capitalist country and we're also 
slowly becoming a church state (and I 
think this has nothing to do with freedom). 
Poland has always been a very Catholic 
country (it's very sad but true) but the 
church didn’t have the possibility to get as 
much power as now. Here you can hear 
some ultra-shitheads who claim that real 
Poles are Catholic. One year ago some 
religious wankers made a proposal of a 
law that would provide an absolute ban 
on abortions. A lot of people protested 
against it and parliament didn't pass it. 
Now new lovers of the Middle Ages and 
the Inquisition are again preparing a new 
project that makes abortion absolutely 
illegal under the sentence of imprison¬ 
ment. This project also provides for the 
withdrawal of the best and most popular 
contraceptives. It speaks for itself. As I 
said before a lot of people are against it 
but there's people who support it and also 
people who don’t have an opinion about 
and the Church will probably put pressure 
on them. I hope that in the next report I 
won’t have to write about inquisitional 
prisons and statutes. 

OK, if you're not asleep yet, now I’ll tell 
you something about the scene. For 
many years it was impossible to earn 
money when you played punkor hardcore. 
But when the chance came some bands 
availed themselves of an opportunity. 
These bands, like KSU, TILT are nowoniy 
rock stars who hold themselves up to 
ridicule. The same is with MOSKWA - 
now they only have one original member 
(who was already fucked up) and the rest 
of them are fat old rock musicians. 

I think I should tell you a little about 
"Scouts Radio" because it played an 
important role in an attempt to destroy 
indie activity. It was created a few years 
ago and in the beginning it wasn’t as bad 
as now. They started to promote alterna¬ 
tive music from Poland and other coun¬ 
tries. At that time it was very unusual, 
surprising and rare. But later on they 
started to promote bands that were de¬ 
scribed by them as alternative but these 
bands had nothing to do with the real 
alternative. They just tried to get control 
over the underground scene, fortunately 
without success. However this radio still 
exists and is still trying to fool the youth. 
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one of the best new Polish bands. I 
haven't yet seen them gig but I have 
listened to their live tape. It’s very inter¬ 
esting and powerful hardcore (fuckin'great 
at least). Their lyrics are greattoo, mostly 
dealing with religion and it's relations to 
Polish society. 

Another new promising band is APA- 
TIA. APATIA was formed by two mem¬ 
bers of H.C.P. (If you want to know H.C.P. 
has an EP out in Switzerland on Resis¬ 
tance Prod, c/o Hinterdorf 164 / 8133 
Maschwanden / Switzerland). This band 
could crack your ears - it's very fast angry 
hardcore with vocals which remind me of 
Raw Power.

Their music was an excel¬ 
lent blend of reggae, rap and punk with 
political lyrics. 

There is also bands like S.K.T.C., NO

few others who are probably worth a listen 
but I don’t know much about them. Also 
there’s a lot of grind core (or playing in 
similar style) bands but most of them 
aren't worth mentioning. It’s not a ques¬ 
tion of my musical taste nut rather an 
attitude. y

They have a good 
quality (studio) tape out on QQRYQ tapes 
which is run by their drummer. 

CHAOS - In the past they were a very 
promising band for me but actually I’ve 
been disappointed with them lately. I 
think their attitude doesn't fit well into the 
alternative scene. Maybe I’m wrong but I 
think it's not a place for ambitious musi¬ 
cians who only want to be the best. 

U.O.M. isn't a new band but for several 
years they were unknown. They’ve had 
many changes in line-up and now there’s 
only one original member. I haven’t heard 
them in the new line-up but they play for 
sure fast hardcore. They’re one of the few 
straight edge bands in Poland. S.E. is a 
very surprising and rare attitude in Po¬ 
land. These guys aren't fanatical idiots 
who preach to you and tell you what to do. 
Our nation has more alcohol in it’s veins 
than blood. S.E. would be very good 
therapy for some punks here. 

Old members of U.O.M. (someofthem) 
formed a band called INKWIZYCIA. It’s 


The alternative scene is growing every¬ 
day now. There’s more zines, bands and 
gigs organized independently as much as 
possible. More foreign bands are coming 
to Poland (as of January 1st there is no 
more obligatory exchange for foreigners 
and now you can exchange as much as 
you need). Of course it doesn’t mean that 
everythingisO.K. withinthescene. Except 
drunk idiots there's a lot of passive con¬ 
sumers. So many people care only about 
music that they seem to forget what's 
going on around them. Recently the 
American snobbish attitude also appeared 
in Poland so you can see some bands 
only wanking over American stuff and 
dutifully wearing the hardcore uniform. 
Even some people who do zines, organ¬ 
ize gigs and seem to be positive are really 
acting like 12 year old yuppie kids.

P.E: Who IsInINSURGENCEand what 
do you contribute to ths band? 

JASON: rm Jason and I play bass and 
write lyrics and music. 

KEN: rm Ken and I sing 

ALICIA: Tm Alicia and I sing and write 

lyrics. 

DAN: rm Dan and I sing and write lyrics. 
LOREN: rm Loren and I play feedback. 
DAN: Larry plays wild ax-wielding guitar 
but he's in jail right now.

KEN: I think separation could be good in 
the short term because we team so 
much about our individual sexuality as 
we're growing up, that spending time 
with our own sex in any other way than 
*> 0 , look at that bitch she's got nice 
hooters" I can see that as being positive. 
LOREN: I think ifs OK for women to 
have separate groups but in the long run 
if we want to smash sexism, men and 
women have to work together to do it. To 
work together we have to understand 
each other. 

P.E: Wlththat in mind what do you think 
of black nationalism vs. whits national- 

tom? 

LOREN: I can understand that black 
people are so angry that we may have 
black nationalist groups. But I think that 
in the end white people, black people - all 
people - have to work together and 
understand each other. 

DAN: I understand black power which is 
different than white power or white pride. 
You have to understand that they are 
living in an oppressive society that tells 
them that everything about them and 
everything about them is wrong. I think 
black people are going to have to gain a 
little more consciousness in their culture 
while at the same time live with all people 
in society. I think minorities should live in 
a society because they want to, not 
because they are forced to. I think a lot of 
minorities are forced into ghettos and 
communities and told everything about 
them is wrong. I think to have pride in 
yourself is important to achieve any sort 
of change. I don’t think white pride is the 
same because as a whole white people 
are not oppressed. I mean there are 
things that oppressive in this society 
based on the class system. Yes, poor 
white people are oppressed, but not 
because of their color. As far as black 
nationalism and black power goes, I 
think that hating another race is not a 
good thing. I think that you can have 
pride but not hate everyone else. I think 
people have to realize is that we're all 
oppressed by this system and having 
faith in the human race is better. 

P.E: What about black separatism? 
DAN: I don’t support Farakahn. To 
make divisions based upon hatred for 


other race is good. 

ALICIA: I think pride in your culture is 
good because in this culture everyone's 
culture is destroyed and made homoge¬ 
nized into one soul-less void based on 
business. We're all in the same boat and 
we should concentrate more on making 
things better as a whole, not going off 
into our separate groups. 

P.E: What about our own movement, 
what should wa do with the people who 
seem to exist solely to tear the move¬ 
ment apart? 

ALICIA: People gossip and talk shit 
because their lives are really fucking 
boring - thafs all I can say. by putting 
other people down they can cover up the 
fact that they aren't doing shit and they 
feel some need in them has to be filled by 
putting other people down. Ifs always 
the people who are doing lots of things 
that get gossiped about in any scene. 
The people that stand out and say things 
get it the worse. 

KENNY: The way we were taught to live 
is based on competition and in almost 
everything we do the aim is to gain 
power. In relationships, on the job and 
ifs the same way in the scene. People 
who don’t take part in this are not trying 
to be a part of the scene, but are trying to 
live out their own reality on their own 
terms...

P.E: History of the 
band / line up 
changes, etc. 

HB: Ok, we've had 
a few line-up 
changes since for¬ 
mation, but I'll not 
mention this as it's 
pretty irrelevant... 

Let me just say the 
material slill isn't 
being played right (my material anyway - 
and that's 99% of it!) we’ve had attitude / 
background problems in the past but the 
line up we have now is pretty much a per¬ 
manent one. Me (Scruff) lead guitar / 
vocals, Drew Wright (our 3rd) bass, Brian 
Newton (our 2nd) drummer) and Ali Lee 
(our 3rd) 2nd lead guitar. 

P.E: What are your Influences? Lyricalor 
otherwise? 

HB: They stem from our background, 
which is punk, although no one seems to 
influence us these days...we only get 
ideas. 

P.E: Fromthe outset of the band howhas 
the band progressed, musically and lyri¬ 
cally? As a "thrash metal" or whatever 
band, why do you avoid the typical Satan 
/gore lyrics? 

HB: Weil, anyone just has to listen to ('85 
rehearsal or '86 and '87 demos or LP or 
EP) tapes, and then the newest Show¬ 
case material for Earache; better song 
structure, well-constructed very tight 
rhythm guitar...You know lyrical you have 
to read between the lines (on some songs) 
to understand what they mean. They 
aren't so basic as "we hate this, we hate 
that"...etc. Satan / gore lyrics have never 
came into this band because it's not w hat 
we're about. We have more in common 
with Crass / Discharge / Bad Brains, etc. 
(lyrically) than Morbid Angel, Macabre, 
Massacre, Death or anyone like than..you 
know? 

P.E: What are your views on the metal / 
punk crossover? What ramifications do 
you think It has on the world H.C. / punk 
scene or doesthere come a point in time 
where It even matters anymore? 

HB: To me it doesn't matter now, every¬ 
one is doing their own thing now. Al¬ 
though it does bother me that little school¬ 
boy metallers think "thrash" is jeans, T- 
shirt, long hair and fun. Yes it can be 
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there, but my idea of that word is more 
extreme, more positive, more caring, trust, 
respect and more death brutal music, 
positive lyrics - life! 

P.E: Why do you think U.S. hardcore has 
caught on so big Inthe U.K./ Europe? And 
do you care for skater / hardcore?

P.E: What made you decide to release a cassette as a follow-up 
toyouralbum? 

Earl: Number one was finances. It was cheaper than a record. 
Micheal: Two, it was more immediate than a record. 

Earl: Yeah, it took so good damn long to get the record out that 
it was passe, almost embarrassing by the time it did come out. 
Jimmy: A lot of people don’t even own turntables these days. 
Earl:Plus, like it says on the tape, it was a demonstration - a 
demo. We’re looking for another label, one that has some 
money. 

P.E: So you weren't happy with Channel 83? 

Earl: It's not like we are unhappy with them. I mean it's not that 
they didn't try or the lack of trying or anything of that nature. At 
the time the finances were not where they needed to be. They 
didn’t have enough capital to push a band they way it should 
have been 

Jimmy: That band was dead before it even got released. 

Earl: That band that is on the record had broken up by the time 
the record was out. By the time it came out we were playing with 
a new band, a new DISTURBED. It was completely different. 
Jimmy and I are the only survivors of that old hack shit. 

P.E: Isthisnewtape better describe where you're at right now? 
Jason: They were the first four songs we ever wrote together. 
P.E: Does the name of the band have any relation to the 
message that you're trying to convey? 

All: Definitely! 

Jimmy: Yeah, we're annoying, disgusting... 

Earl: The definition is showing signs of mental instability and 
emotionally unbalanced. 

P.E: What do you think about people push ing legislation to put 
warning stickerson records? 


Micheal: It's a violation of freedom of speech. 

Jimmy: In Floridayou can get a misdemeanor for listening to Too 
Live Crew. They can throw your ass in jail for selling it. But, if you 
think about it, it might be good to have a record with a "warning: 
harmful to children-type lyrics." 

Earl: It’s a forbidden fruit kind of thing. If I’m not supposed to do 
it then it must be pretty cool! It’s working to the opposite of what 
they want but it’s still a sick and twisted idea that somebody can 
-1 mean, who’s to say what’s obscene to somebody is obscene 
to somebody else because I find their lifestyle obscene, I find 
their life-styles obscene, I find what they’ve done to this country 
for the last 200 years obscene. O.K. I see what they’ve done to 
our environment, the state of the economy, and everything else 
- the whole god damn nine yards. We’re out here trying to 
change things and get all together and be real. 

P.E: What do you think of like "metal" imagery? 

Jimmy: If you’re going to look ridiculous then you better sound 
ridiculous. 

Earl: A few years back it was cool because it was thing to do. The 
big thing was Slayer and their big ten penny concrete nails and 
all that other stuff was absolutely ridiculous - but then again they 
were pretty ridiculous when they first came out. I guess I really 
don’t understand the people who really take this shit really se¬ 
riously, I mean to the point where it’s almost like a religion. 
Jason: They've got the mirrors and the dressing room with rows 
upon rows of hair spray and Australian moose shit... 

Earl: It’s really hard to take this too seriously because it’s only 
metal. 

Jimmy: You seethere'sthese poser motherfuckers whodo noth¬ 
ing but play the rotation circuit. You know they’ll play at one club 
one night and anotherthe second night. They always look down 
upon us because we play Minneapolis only four or five times a 
year which is our own choice. They consider us as doing noth¬ 
ing but they go and break up after six months and get in new 
bands and do the circuit again. 

Troy: The thing that kills me is the agencies most times don't 
want the bands to work; they don’t want you to have a job. So 
these people sit around and have nothing to do all day and yet 
all they do is practice cover scngs. They have all this time to be 
creative and they use their time to figure out the newest Van 
Halen song. 

Jimmy: Or else see how dressed up they can get and go watch 
each-other at the clubs. 

P.E: Would you say you feel isolated here in Minneapolis? 

Jimmy: Yes, definitely. Minneapolis is 500 miles out in the 
middle of nowhere. 

Troy: There’s a scene here but not big enough to get a lot of 
support. 

Jimmy: There's a small minority of metal kids who come to 
shows if they find out about them. 

Earl: You know what's killing the scene is VCRs and Nintendo 
Why the fuck would you want to go out and pay five bucks for a 
cover, two bucks for a beer, hassle with parking and hear some 
lousy fuckin' band play cover material when you can stay at 
home and watch "The Rolling Stones Live in California 500 
Years Ago" in Dolby stereo on a wide scree TV with a bowl of 
popcorn and a six pack of beer...It’s tough!

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During my trip to N.Y.C. in March Al from Nausea introduced 
me to a friend of his - none other than Danny Lilker from 
NUCLEAR ASSAULT. As we sat in Mona's pub on the Lower 
Ea st sipping cider it became apparent that I should definitely 
interview him for Profane Existence. So, two days later we 
hooked up back in Minneapolis where they were aboutto kick 
off their North American tour at First Avenue. So Bill and I 
kidnapped Danny before the show and did the following 
interview... 


were their guinea pigs. 

TrolhHowlong has the new record been out? 

Danny:*It came out in October so I'd say about five months. 

Troll: Any idee of how many records you've sold? 

Danny: World-wide I think like 150,000. Ifs done good. 

Troll: What other bands have you been involved with? 

Danny: Anthrax and S.O.D. I'm not sure all the people reading this - well, 
they're probably pissed-off at S.O.D. but those people don't realize is 
that we made a bad joke. I made a mistake doing it. The music was 
crunchy but we just made lyrics like that because we saw a lot of people 
with real uptight attitudes. People like time Jello and Tim Yohannon and 



Troll: So what do you do In NU¬ 
CLEAR ASSAULT? 

Danny: I play bass and growl a little 
bit. Then there's John who sings 
and plays guitar, Anthony plays 
guitar and Glenn plays drums. 

Troll: So how long have you been 
In the band? Where you In since It 
started? 

Danny: I formed the band but the 
band didn't achieve the line-up it 
has now until November of 1985 
when Glenn the drummer joined. 

That's when we became a cohe¬ 
sive unit with no member changes 
.That's when we released our sec¬ 
ond demo and thafs when things 
really took off. 

Troll: So what stuff do you have 
out? 

Danny: Our first full length LP was 
called "Game Over" and before 
that was a 12" which came out in 
November of'86. Then in June '87 "The Plague" came outwhich was just 
a six song EP - thafs why it cajne out so fast. Then there was all that 
bullshit with the labels where "Survive", the next album, ended upon IRS 
which is a major - but we don't want to go back to them. We have a fucked 
up deal now where we have to go back and forth between IRS and 
Combat. Our new LP, "Handle With Care", is out on In-Effect, the label 
that, between me and you and who ever is reading this, I would like to 
stay with. The major label thing kind of turned us off - not just because 
of political reasons, but they really didn't know what to do with us. We 


we thought it would be great to do 
something that would really get 
their goat. I regret it now because 
there tfere a lot of cool people, 
like you guys, that aren't so up¬ 
tight but we might have been of¬ 
fended. I don’t regret it totally 
because it was fun. As far as 
Anthrax, thafs something Scott 
and I formed in high school and I 
was thrown out but it doesn't 
matter because I personally don’t 
like their direction now. You're 
not going to see us putting "New 
York Hardcore" on our shirts or 
anything like that. 

Troll: Whataresomeof the good 
things that have come out of the 
fusion of the hardcore and metal 
scenes? 

Danny: There's a lot of bad news 
and a lot of good news. The best 
things is that a band like us will 
sell like 150,000 records and all those kids will be seeing our lyrics. A lot 
of punks think that you're selling out if you sell more than 25,000 albums 
but that is really stupid because I don't have a 9-5 job and I have to do 
this for a living. Every album we have has intelligent lyrics, like songs 
about apartheid and vivisection. Metal bands tend to get across to a lot 
more people. 

Troll: Istherea trend in metal bands to sing about more political stuff 
rather than ghouls, goblins, satan and what not? 

Danny: I think ifs healthy. Take a band like Sepultura, killer Brazilian 
death metal band, and now all their lyrics are personal stuff like that. For 
some people ifs a real trend but we've been doing this for years and ifs 
good when metal bands pick up on that. You reach a whole different 
audience because a lot of metal bands are not going to hear about E. N .T. 
or bands like that. Most of them are not exposed to that, but if they are 
exposed to good lyrics and stuff like we're doing or Sacred Reich then 
thafs good. Of course a lot of punks will probably attack us saying we're 
trying to be trendy or jump on the band wagon. I don’t have time for 
people like that. 

Troll: What Is your involvement in the punk scene? 

Danny: My involvement is I like it. I was roadieing for Nausea at the Right 
Track and people were flipping out. They seem to think that I'm some sort 
of big heavy metal rock star and that I don't go to anarchist shows and 
if I do, I stand around and sign autographs or some shit like that. I've been 
going to hardcore shows for five years. The album that changed my life 
was "Hear Nothing, See Nothing, Say Nothing" by Discharge. I said this 
was great, this was brutal music. When I got into hardcore I was into the 
fast music and then I got into the lyrics. Thafs how we took our influences 
from hardcore, from bands like Discharge. We just took the realistic and 
down to Earth attitude and lyrics. Just because we look and sound like 
a metal band doesn't mean we have to act like one. We're trying to break 
down this fable that metal bands have to grit their teeth and fuck chicks 
in the back of the bus. 

So what do you think the readers or your magazine are going to think 
of us being in it? 

Troll: Well, we wrote in the first Issue that we were not going to limit 
ourselves to just being another punk 'zine. We did n’t want to limit It to

They 
call us a hardcore band because they have no 
way of coping with the fact that we have lyrics 
like we do. We hate classifications. If you have 
to call us anything, thrash metal or cross-over 
will do but I say that reluctantly. We're NU¬ 
CLEAR ASSAULT! 

Troll: Do you thinks lot of bands are inhibited 
by labels? 

Danny: A lot of people get too into the catego¬ 
ries that are imposed on them. They get trapped 
and pigeon-holed. 

Troll: So how did you get hooked up with 
people in the punk scene? 

Danny: Well, a long time ago I wrote a letter to 
Maximum Rock n Roll because I was just fed 
up to here with this hypocritical anti-metal 
attitude. I mean I don't care if people don't like 
it, but I think it's stupid that people don't like it 
because ifs cool not to like it because your 
friends don't like it. I envision all these punks 
hanging out saying "metal sucks" and then 
going home and listening to Slayer and then 
shutting them off if the telephone rings or 
something... 


Well, we had to bring Danny back for sound 
checkatthat point so that'sall folks. Just as 
a note to end this up we did get a chance to 
see them play later that night. Although they 
only got to play for 35 minutes, they rocked- 
dude! Actually, it was really fun. We just want 
to say thanks to Danny for getting us on the 
guest list (and Destroy! says thanks too!)

After the ’89 Anarchist Gathering in San Francisco rumors 
floated around about this great crust/H.C. band that played 
called GLYCINE MAX... Well, that sounded great so we inves¬ 
tigated a bit and got in touch with Ron, vocalist and guitarist and 
things went fromthere. Not in this interview but also in GLYCINE 
MAX are John on bassand vocalsand Mark on drums. Ques¬ 
tions were asked by Troll and the interview wasdelivered to us 
by Bob at the post office. 


G.M: Well, I think the main message we try to put across is to 
break out of the mold that you've been in since day one. Stop 
letting people hammer you into shape like a piece of clay. Try 
to see through the conditioning and the brain-washing that 
society pumps into you in the name of the almighty dollar. 
Basically just look inside yourself and be you, not who every¬ 
body else wants you to be. 

P.E: I assume you’re all vegetarians (is this true?), how are 
some constructive ways to persuade others from eating meat? 
G.M: Yes, John and myself are vegans and mark is a vegetar¬ 
ian. I think all you can really do is just tell people your opinion 
about eating meat and show them an alternative. Show them 
that eating animal products is not necessary for survival. 


P.E: Sowhat'swiththenameGLYCINEMAX? Doyouallhave 
secret fantasiesabout being soy bean farmers?

P.E: Are you anarchists? Doyoubelievean anarchist society 
is possible withinour lifetime? 

G.M: Well, it depends on what your definition of an anarchist is? 
I don’t believe in any form of government or any form of authority. 
So if that falls underthe label "anarchist”then I guess that’s what 
I am. I don’t believe an anarchist society is possible within our 
lifetime because people have been conditioned far beyond 
being able to take care care of themselves and gel along with 
each other without somebody to tell them what to do. But 
hopefully, somewhere down the line there will be a time when 
people can live together in freedom without authority and 
oppression. 

P.E: What do you perceive to be keeping us from achieving 
anarchy and peace? 

G.M: I think society has fucked itself up so badly that it will be 
a long time before people can get along with each other without 
authority. I think one of the reasons is that our society runs on 
the idea of "he who dies with the most toys wins." Somewhere 
down the line people got the idea that they weren’t worth 


with soy beans. No but actually, when we were first getting going 
we saw the name Glycine Max and it kind of started out as a joke. 
But we decided to keep it since we practically survive on soy 
bean products. 

P.E: What isthecurrent situation for the band? Doyouhaveany 
immediate plans for further releases? 

G.M: Well, we've finally got a solid line-up; we all seem to click 
together pretty good. And that’s been our major problem since 
we’ve been together, finding the right people for the band. So we 
plan on recording in the next week or two all of our songs. And 
hopefully put out vinyl or just release it as a demo. 

P.E: If the godsof chaos came down from beyond the spheres 
and demanded to know what sort of band you mere mortals are, 
what would your reply be?

TAKE BACK YOUR LIFE: 

A Wimmin's Guide to Alternative Health Care 

Part Two: Healing Common Infections of theVagina and Bladder 
By Alicia non Grata 


The methods discussed in this 
article as self-help for the treat¬ 
ment of various ailments are in 
no way intended to substitute a 
physician's advice. Methods 
discussed herein are for histori¬ 
cal purposes only. I have to put 
this here so I don't get sued for 
"practicing and prescribing 
medicine without a license''... 
Bullshit • but you can learn, ex¬ 
periment, and... 

Candida Albicans. Hemophilis. Gardener- 
ella. Trichomonas. Nonspecific Vaginitis. 
These are the scientific names for a variety of 
bacterial overgrowths or one-cell organism 
invasions of the vagina and / or urinary tract, 
but let's put these things in terms more easily 
recognizable. Every womyn will, at one time 
or another in her life, acquire one or more of 
these infections; for some the infections can 
reach chronic proportions. Intense itching, 
pain and soreness, unusual heavy discharge, 
strong odor; annoying clues that somehow 
you are not treating your body well. Rather 
than correcting the source of the problem (i.e. 
the reason your resistance was lowered enough 
for infection) many wimmin run to the doctor 
for a "cure” which in many cases merely 
masks the real problem, or in many cases 
worsens it. 

What I'm going to try to do is set a scenario 
to de-mistify 'medicine' and the body's proc¬ 
esses (your body) enough so that we can help 
ourselves, with as little outside interference as 
possible. The first step is becoming comfort¬ 
able with our own bodies, noting their own 
quirks and irregularities. For example it's 
very important that you keep a calendar of 
your menstrual cycle; if you are prone to a lot 
of infection note which days of the month the 
symptoms worsen or get better. Most impor¬ 
tantly however, is that you start paying atten¬ 
tion to the way you live your life, what foods 
you eat, etc. You want to start looking at your 
body holistically; that is looking at the whole 
life process, the way that anything you do to 
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your body has a consequence (negative or 
positive). A problem which arises is dealt 
with in respect to your entire body system (i.e. 
your immunity suppressed, your vaginal Ph 
altered, nutritional deficiencies, etc.). Mod¬ 
em medicine often deals with eliminating one 
problem which is often merely a symptom of 
a larger disorder. To do so will only keep the 
problem reoccurring (how many of you have 
reoccurring yeast infections, endless trips to 
the doctor, feeling like shit...) yet it is a vicious 
circle. In many cases the 'cures' will cause an¬ 
other type of infection (such as Jthe use of 
Flagyl for Trich. infections can cause a yeast 
infection). The only way to break this cycle is 
to treat the entire system and to use our plant 
allies to correct the manifestations of the ill¬ 
ness. 

With the holistic approach in mind, let us 
now try to de-mistify and conquer some 
common ailments / problems that womyn. 

VAGINITIS: A catch-all term for basi¬ 
cally three different disorders - yeast (Can¬ 
dida) infections, Trichomonas, and non-spe¬ 
cific (usually Gardinella or Hemophilis). Let's 
start with the two most common. 

Candida Albicans (also called Monilla or 
yeast infection). Symptoms include a white, 
thick discharge with a sweetish odor, intense 
itching; and if you can use a vaginal speculum 
and hand mirror, you can often see white 
patches on your vaginal walls. This infection 
is caused by a yeast-like fungus which is 
normally present in small quantities in your 
vagina, lower intestine, mouth and stomach. 
Normally the vagina protects against infec¬ 
tion by the occurrence of Doderleins Bacilli, 
beneficial bacteria which helps keeps the 
vagina acidic (1) . When this acidity is altered 
bacteria such as Candida which are normally 
held in check multiply and overgrow, causing 
the 'infection.' There are a number of theories 
on what conditions Candida fungi are allowed 
to overgrow. The most popular seems to be an 
increase of estrogen (such as being on the pill 
or pregnant), as well as a diet deficient in B 
vitamins, stress, fatigue, and a lot of sugar in 
the diet. In addition, poor "hygiene," tight- 
fitting underwear, jeans, leggings and panty 
hose that don't allow your crotch to breath, all 
contribute to the problem. Some herbal reme¬ 
dies to check the problem include various 
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douches, sitz baths, and poultices. Remem¬ 
ber, douching should only be done for medi¬ 
cal reasons (more on that later). A sitz bath is 
when you sit in the bath tub with a few inches 
of liquid in the tub, your hands and feet out of 
the water. 

The most common herb used in medicinal 
douches is goldenseal; combinations include: 

• Make a past of slippery elm powder and 
water, apply it to the vaginal tissues to help 
with the itching. Later, douche with a tea of 
motherwort, or goldenseal, or oatstraw <2) . 

• A douche made of a tea of comfrey leaves, 
goldenseal, chamomile and sage (3) . 

• Sitz bath of tea of goldenseal root, buchu 
leaves, witch hazel leaves, plantain, myrhh 
gum, juniper berries and squaw vine (4) . 

• Acidopholis. Acidopholus are live bacte¬ 
rial cultures found in yogurt which can also be 
grown in other medicines. Lots of alternative 
wimmin's health manuals recommend using 
yogurt, applied to the vagina and surrounding 
area as relief for yeast infections (as well as 
eating it regularly for prevention). I feel that 
due to the fact that a lot of people are allergic 
to milk and milk products (as well as us 
vegans out there) it is best to use pure acido¬ 
pholus, which is available inhealth food stores. 
If you insist on yogurt make sure it is unpas- 
turised and contains live lactobacilli (inhealth 
food stores - none of that Dannon shit you get 
in the supermarket). But why not just use 
acidopholus, get a good brand - expensive but 
far more potent. Acidopholis should always 
be bought fresh (should be dated) and stored 
in the refrigerator. 

Also suggested if you are prone to a lot of 
yeast infections is the following daily vitamin 
therapy Xindividual needs may very) (5) .

A gynecologist will most likely prescribe 
the fungicidal antibiotic Nystatin (monostat 
cream or suppositories) which works well yet 
is a bit taxing on your system if you have 
repeated yeast infections (as well as expen¬ 
sive) so why not try one of these herbal reme¬ 
dies first? Also, take a long, hard look at your 
lifestyle. Be sure you're getting adequate 
amounts of sleep and rest. Watch your sugar 
intake! Avoid white sugar like poison! Diet 










is very important - make sure you are eating 
foods rich in B vitamins (dark green leafy 
veggies, etc). 

There are a lot of theories dealing with the 
negative effect yeast has on the body. So if 
you find you are prone to a lot of yeast infec¬ 
tions you may want to check out a few of the 
many books written on the yeast syndrome.' 
These approaches deal mainly with cutting 
out foods from your diet that have yeast and 
mold fungus in them - cheese, alcohol, mush¬ 
rooms, yeas ted breads, etc. By cutting out as 
many yeast foods as possible an improvement 
may be noticed. 

Another common infection is Tricho¬ 
monas, a one-cell parasitic organism which 
can be be seen quite easily under a micro¬ 
scope. The presence of theTrich. organism in 
the vagina causes a greenish-yello w discharge 
which smells quite bad, pain, and itching. 
Standard medical treatment will include met- 
rodiatole (brand name Flagyl), a very power¬ 
ful and dangerous drug which lowers your 
white blood cell count, may be carcinogenic, 
and (of course) should never be taken while 
pregnant Flagyl also produces and intoler¬ 
ance to alcohol - if you take the drug and drink 
even the slightest bit of alcohol you will 
become violently ill. So if you want to avoid 
this potentially dangerous drug, some herbal 
remedies include: 

• Straining a tea of chapparal and slippery 
elm, periwinkle and oatstraw, and then gently 
douching with it You can also drink the tea. 
Also a clove of garlic which is wrapped in 
gauze or cheese cloth and inserted into the 
vagina (leave a string of gauze so you can 
remove it later) is said to produce oxygen and 
sulfur and has been used medically for centu- 
ries (6) . 

• A douche made of the teas of myrrh, gold¬ 
enseal, twice a day for one or two days* 7 *. 

• Warm water / apple cider vinegar douche. 
The lactic acid in the vagina kills the Trich. w 

When you are stricken with a Trichomenas 
infection it is very important that you realize 
that Trich is transmitted sexually. Make sure 
any male sexual partner wears a condom. He 
can harbor the infection without showing any 
symptoms and then re-infect you; so this is 
important. Any remedy that you are using to 
get rid of the infection should also be used by 
your partner (ifmale, he can drink the teas). If 
you opt for Flagyl often the doctor will pre¬ 
scribe it for the both of you. 

Now a few words about prevention . A 
recent study has suggested that frequent douch¬ 
ing for non-medicinal purposes (i.e to feel 
"fresh and clean") has been linked to pelvic 
inflammatory diseases, which if left untreated 


can result in ectopic pregnancy and / or steril¬ 
ity. In a paper entitled "Association Between 
Vaginal Douching and Pelvic Inflamatory 
Disease," authors Pal Wolner - Hanssen et al 
compared the douching habits of 100 con¬ 
secutive municipal hospital patients with PID 
with 762 randomly selected women (con¬ 
trols) and 119 wimmin thought to have PID 
but in whom the diagnosis was not confirmed 
by laparoscopy and / or biopsy (internal con¬ 
trols). They found that current douching was 
more common among those with PID than 
among random or internal controls. Among 
current douchers, PID was significantly re¬ 
lated to frequency of douching (9) . Scary isn’t 
it? Don't buy the bullshit that the media tries 
to sell you about scented douches, ’feminine 
sprays,’ etc. They're all iatrogenic and de¬ 
signed to make wimmin feel ashamed and 
dirty about their natural body functions. Some 
discharge is normal and necessary; it is how 
your vagina cleans itself, sheds old cells and 
expels dirt, etc. If you want to clean out any 
secretions or lubricants after sex, etc. use 
vinegar and water or just plain water. Better 
yet, take a sitz bath when you douche, always 
do it gently and never hold the bag above your 
waist Better still is to use an infant syringe, 
available at drug stores. Douching forcefully 
may make the infection worse by forcing it up 
into your uterus, where it can lead to PID. 

You should also be aware that whatever 
birth control method you are using (other than 
condoms or natural / rhythm method) may be 
responsible for aggravating your infection. 
Birth control pills and anti-bio tics upset your 
body’s pH balance, thus making it easier for 
the infection - causing organisms to grow and 
flourish in your vagina. IUD's are often re¬ 
sponsible for making the membranes of your 
vagina more succeptible to infection. Even 
spermicidal creams / jellies / foams may cause 
an allergic reaction to sensitive tissues. Real¬ 
izing that your birth control method may be 
responsible for re-occurring infections may 
prompt you to change to a method less taxing 
to your system (more on birth control in lata: 
articles). 

Bladder Infections - They really suck. 
You always feel like you have to pee, and 
when you do it's excruciatingly painful and 
may be mixed with blood and / or pus. The 
reason wimmin get them more often than men 
is due to wimmin's shorter urethras, which 
allows bacteria to enter the bladder more 
easily. Self help? At the first sign of a bladder 
infection, start drinking huge amounts of water, 
as much as you can stand - at least three or four 
big glasses every hour. This may be enough 
to flush the bacteria out before they have a 


chance to multiply and really cause problems. 
Also drinking cranberry juice (pure-no sugar!) 
may help; The acidity in the juice will kill the 
bacteria which are alkaline, thus refurbishing 
your bladder to it’s more acidic state. If you're 
in the throes of apainful infection, you can try 
douching with a mixture of acidopholis, cran¬ 
berry juice and garlic° 0) . The conventional 
way of treating a bladder infection is by anti¬ 
biotics, The problem is that once your infec¬ 
tion is cleaned up you may be stricken with a 
yeast infection due to the anti-biotics effect on 
your vaginal pH.. A lot must be said for 
preventative measures. If you're prone to a lot 
of bladder infections always pee after you 
have sexual intercourse; the friction may have 
forced bacteria up your urethra into your blad¬ 
der. And the age-old warning that your mom 
always taught you but never explained why - 
always wipe from front to back after you've 
gone to the bathroom. Bacteria which is 
perfectly normal and healthy in your lower 
intestine may cause a serious infection if it 
finds it’s way into your vagina or urethra. Also 
you should drink lots of water every day 
whether you have an infection or not It helps 
to eliminate toxins through your skin and 
urine and it is good for your skin anyway. 
Well, that about wraps it up. The key word 
here in overcoming infections is prevention! 
Take a look at your life and the way you treat 
your body. Stop making meals out of Jolt and 
candy (once my dietary staples)! Remember 
that alcohol is a diuretic and may worsen a 
bladder infection, so cut out drinking - if you 
have one that is! Be Well! 

Next i^sue: Self-help for prob¬ 
lems of your menstrual cycle. 
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The impoverished and oppressed 
industrial workers of Europe and 
America in the late nineteenth cen¬ 
tury sought an end to their inequality 
and injustice in their society. They 


turned to the ideas of socialism which 
offered the ideal of social organiza¬ 
tion for the benefit of the workers, not 
the bosses. But, when the socialist 
parties formed and were elected, the 


workers realized that they had just 
elected another set of impotent poli¬ 
ticians. Once in power the socialists 
toned down their tirade against in¬ 
justice and worked within the sys¬ 
tem. Token reforms kept many work¬ 
ers happy, but others realized that 
parliamentary democracy was little 
better than monarchy as far as the 
worker was concerned. Elections 
resulted in a new set of faces in the 
paper, but no real change. These 
workers realized that their power lay 
not in votes, but in their economic 
power Was it not the workers who 
built the homes, paved the streets, 
kept the trains running? Their power 
lay in the labor union and the strike. 
Workers could win more benefits by 
walking out for a day than politicians 
could legislate in decades. In the 
1890's the syndicalist movement 
spread across Europe, the Ameri¬ 
cas, Australia, and parts of Asia. 
The syndicalists believed that social 
change would come through the 
actions of the workers themselves, 
not bourgeoisie politicians. They 



THE LIBERTARIAN 
WORKERS' MOVEMENT 
1900 - 1940 

Few people are aware of the 
size and impact of the liber - 
tarian working class movements 
vhich existed prior to W.W.II. 

Part of the reason for this 
ignorance is that historians 
have created a myth of a 
'golden age of anarcho-syndic¬ 
alism, which was supposed to * 
have occurred before 1914. 

According to this legend such movements 
were replaced by 'modem' business _ 

unions - a natural evolution out of the 

'primitivism' of the earlier organizations. This pamphlet seeks to counter 
this view and attempts to do justice to the thousands of libertarians who 
struggled for freedom in the 1920's and 1930's. A word about definitions; 
syndicalism refers to a theory and practice which seeks to replace capital¬ 
ism and the state by the workers' own self-managed organizations - a view 
critical of parliamentary politics and in favor of federalism or local 
autonomy. All syndicalists are libertarians, since they wish to abolish the 
state rather than take it over, but are divided between the revolutionary 
syndicalists, often based upon Marx's ideas, and the anarcho-syndicalists 
based upon Bakunin.. A tactical difference exists between 'militants' and 
- as well. 
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Statistics for Australia and Brazil are not available, but in the former, 
the vast sejority of organized workers were in the OBU and the Brazilian 
movonent was strong enough to support a daily newspaper.

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As the historians have pointed 
out, the First Wbrld war was a 
disaster for the syndicalists 
since many workers got caught up 
in the war fever. But in the 
years following 1918, there '•ms 
a great resurgence of working 
class militancy and libertarian 

doubled and trebled in size. The largest membership was found in the 20 i 
not the pre-war period.

The Thirties 

The movement had taken a besting, but 
was still influential by the advent of the 
Great Depression. Mussolini and Sslszar had 
A ^ eliminated the Italian and Portugese syn¬ 

dicalists and ths Chileans suffered under ths Ibanez dictatorship. The Australian 
OBU broke apart over the machinations of the Ccnmunista and right-wing labor. Terror 
and internal disputes reduced the American IVM in numbers. Globally, the syndicalist 
organizations lost about half their membership. But business unions did not fare any 
better. In the U.K. the TOC went from 6.5 million members in 1919 to only 3.7 million 
in 192ft - and this situation was universal. In spite of helping to undermine syn¬ 
dicalism, ths Caiminists and Social Democrats were not spared ths attacks by ths 
ruling class. It is in ths 1930's that ths m o veme n t feels ths full brunt of counter¬ 
revolution and the libertarian unions are reduced to fragments. 

Ths Argentine FORA was in the middle of an internal dispute in 1931 and was crushed 
by s harsh dictatorship, leaving only a much waller group, ths United Syndicalists, 
who were finished off by Peron in the 1940's. The Mexican go ver nmen t adopted corpor¬ 
atism and ths OCT split into four groups over the issue. The Gcnwn syndicalists 
were liquidated by the Nazis and ths combination of Stalinists and Fascists destroyed 
the Spanish CNT in 1938-39. Ths moderate syndicalists of the French COT joined with 
ths Comnmnista and were soon dominated by their 'allies'.

did not revive after WWZI and it was the Ocmaunists who benefitted 
militancy. By 1950, the ooce great movem en t was reduced to s 
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envisioned a society where the meansof 
production were the communal property 
of all the workers. Industry would be 
orientated towards providing for human 
needs not profit. Each factory would be 
run by those who worked in it. Workers 
would meet to decide policy in a demo¬ 
cratic fashion. The main form of social 
organization would be the trade union. 
The union would look after the welfare of 
it’s members and provide the hands-on 
running of industry. The different trades 
would be federated into "one big union" 
which would represent the entire work¬ 
ing class. The syndicalists set out to 
organize labor to achieve this ideal soci¬ 
ety. The culmination of this organization 
which would open the door to freedom 
and equality was the revolutionary gen¬ 
eral strike. The workers with their labor 
power kept society running, and made 
the capitalists exploitation running. If the 
workers were all to go on strike at once 
their labor power would force not the 
accession to a few demands by the 
bosses but a reorganization of society. 
Their labor withdrawn, the bosses, poli¬ 
ticians, and bankers would have no 
choice but to admit defeat. The unions 
would then take over industry and public 


works. 

Syndicalism was a powerful force 
around the turn of the century. Unfortu¬ 
nately the nationalism and carnage of 
world war one led to the oppression and 
destruction of many radical unions. The 
oppression of the post war years finished 
the process. Syndicalism survived, but in 
many nations it was no longer a major 
force. In Russiathecommunistscrushed 
the labor unions and took control of the 
factories. In the United States the Indus¬ 
trial Workers of the World fought against 
brutal repression to organized the under¬ 
paid and exploited. In Spain syndicalism 
remained a major force. The anarcho- 
syndicalist CNT / FAI fought against fas¬ 
cism in the Spanish Civil War of 1936-39. 
The rise of fascism in Italy, Germany, 
Spain, and along with the authoritarian 
regimes of eastern Europe crushed most 
syndicalist unions with brutal oppression. 
By World War Two few unions were strong, 
many of their members were in prisons 
and concentration camps. The harsh 
repression kept them from organizing 
openly. After the war syndicalism no 
longer had its mass base. That is not to 
say that syndicalism is dead, syndicalist 
unions are active around the world. Many 


of these are federated into the Interna¬ 
tional Workers Association. The Ameri¬ 
can branch is the Workers Solidarity Al¬ 
liance. They publish a number of free 
pamphlets on anarcho-syndicalism.

few thousand Wbbbli.es, Swedish syndicalists, emigre groups and radical caucuses with¬ 
in business unions. The false prosperity of the late '50‘s - early '60‘s shrunk these 
groups even further, leaving only the 9wedish SAC and sane Dutch syndicalists as the 
only functioning unions in the 1960's. The labor militancy of the past twenty years 
has created a syndicalist revival, but the new movement still has a long way to 
go, having about 100,000 members around the world. In all fairness, it should be 
mentioned, that since the 1960's,whenever workers break free of the trade union bureau¬ 
cracy, the tendency is to adopt syndicalist concepts such as direct action, local 
control, recallable delegates and self-management. The bos s es wre able to cripple the 
syndicalist movement, but were not able to eliminate the ideas. 


In conclusion, the libertarian workers' movement was reduced to virtual extinction, 
not through 'social evolution', but via the terrorism of Mussolini, Hitler, Franco, 
Salazar and their ilk. The Oomnunists and Social Democrats played their part as 
wall, but these external factors were not the only cause of their decline. The 
continual quarreling that existed within the libertarian groups and between different 
organizations weakened them in the face of the enemy. Dogmatism, sectarianism and 
fragmentation were very damaging and unfortunately these factors still plague the 
libertarian m o veme n t. 


Brief Outline of Two Syndicalist Movements 


Australia - The 1W and 0B0 


After the split, the ’official' OCT rejected ’Marxism’ and adcp- 
ed the theories of Proudhon, part of which was a plan for organising 
industry based upon the syndicate and cooperatives. The general 
strike mm not repudiated, but revolution was rejected - moderation 
was the rule. But the union still maintained its anti-clerical and 
anti-parliamentary stances, (while becking the Socialists on the sly) 

In the 1930's the Camunists made serious gains over the revolutionary 
anarchists of the OCTSR and Syndicalist League, but even in 1937 the 
latter were still able to control the Teachers Union (100,000 mentors) 
Printers, (60,000) and Postal Workers (119,000) The OCT and the OCTU 
united in 1936 to form a new union also called the OCT. The old OCT matters 
were critical of the Popular Front Government of Leon Blum. They demanded 
fu ndamen tal reforms as well as support for the beleaguered Spanish workers’ 
movement, but the Camunists were too powerful in the OCT and hence little 
pressure was put upon the French government. 

After WWII, the old Proudhonists, now indistinguishable from right-wing 
Social Democrats, left the Cormunist-dominated OCT and formed Force Ouvrier 
- with CIA money funneled through the American Federation of Labor. Seme 
anarchists joined this organization, while others stayed in the OCT. By the 
1950’s there wasn't much remaining of anarcho-syndicalism and it took the 
revolt of 1968 to revive these ideas. 


The rww of Australia was f o rmed in 1907 by member* of the Socialist Labour 
Party. Since many Australians opposed WWI, the Wobbly initiated Anti-Conscription 
League was a major source of growth and by 1916 the union reached its zenith with 
over 2000 mem b e rs . Syndicalist ideas permeated and became almost universally 
accepted by workers. The basses, in retaliation, outlawed the XM«, destroyed its 
press and framed a dozen leaders on arson charges. The union was smashed , but not 
the ideas behind it. A general strike was called in 1917 and was broken up by the 
government. The right-wing dominated Australian workers Union (AMU) refused to join. 
The loss of the strike radicalized the workers causing them to wish to put the Hftf's 
One Big Union (OBU) concept into practice. In 1918 the wor k e r s Industrial Union of 
Australia was formed on rvM lines and comprised all the unionized workers except the 
AWU and a few small craft locals. The AHU and the Labour Party were very hostile to 
the new radical union, but internal pressure from the ranks forced the former to 
seek unity with the OBU farces in 1921. By this time, however, the biggest faction 
within the syndicalist movement were the Communists, who sought carpromise with the 
AWU at any price. (The AWU was noted for its 'white Australia’ policy) But the AWU 
soon got into jurisdictional disputes with* other unions and brought in gove r nmen t 
help, so in 1924, the OBU oolLapsed, stillborn as the unified voice of Australian 
workers. Nonetheless, up until the time of the Polish workers Movement in 1981, this 
was the nearest workers have ever come to One Big Union. Soma unions continued to 
promote syndicalist views and the IVM was revived, but most of the support was lost 
in the 1930‘s to the Camunists.

The French OCT 


Formed in 1895, influenced by Bakuninist and Proudhonist federalism and Marxist 
political economy. Most of the strikes and demands during the classical, pre-1914 
period were moderate. As the ap proached anti-militarist propaganda was intro¬ 
duced, but the union collapsed in a wave of chauvinisa when war was declared. Later 
this act wms regretted and the union supported the Russian and German Revolutions. 

A minority of Anarchists and future Oamunists fanned an opposition within the union 
over the war issue. In 1919 the OCT grew to 2.5 million maters, but this was 
reduced to 600,000 after a general strike was broken. Recriminations over the failed 
strike and the war issue lead to a split. Many revolutionary anarchists joined with 
the Communists to form the OGTU (about half a million members) in 1921. The Camunists 
took control over the new union and a nuiter of anarchists left in 1926 to form the 
OCTSR which joined the International workers Association. Another anarchist faction 
former the syndicalist league and worked as a caucus within the OCT and CCTTJ.

IGGY'S TRAVEL SUGGESTIONS: 

GOING TO EUROPE? 


The first time I went to London I was 
15 and I thought it was ail pretty neat. 
When I wentto Germany lastyear I was 
scared stiff. I don’t speak German and 
I had no idea what it would be like 
somewhere they didn’t speak English. 
I've been to Britain now three times, 
last year I saw West Germany, Berlin 
and we got lost in Switzerland. And no 
I know there's nothing to worry about if 
you know what to expect and what to 
keep in mind. And that’s what I’m going 
to try to do, plus eventually include 
specifics about certain cities and/or 
countries. 

"Roam if you want to roam...roam 
around the world" is how a song goes. 
And it sounds pretty damn good to 
almost everyone I know. However, 
unfortunately for most people, it's not in 
the budget. Hitch hiking is legal in 
Europe, the rule I’ve been told is not to 
accept rides from truckers, while it’s the 
opposite in the U.S. I don’t know why. 
I’m not real turned on by hitch hiking, 
maybe someone cane tell us. 

To get overseas one generally flies. 
It is possible to get a job on a freight 
ship or some other sea faring vessel. I 
met a South African Womyn who 
worked on a ship to get to London once. 
So I’m sure you can do it from here. 
However, Minneapolis has no sea ports 
so I can’t give much information on that. 
Another possibility, especially within 
the States, is being a courier. With this 
job you are contracted on short notioe

and asked to bring a package to such 
and such a city. With this you must be 
able to leave at the spur of the moment 
and not really care where you are going. 
Again, Minneapolis isn’t a real hub for 
this activity, but LA., Chicago, New 
York, and D.C. are. I suggest going to 
the library for more info. 

But mention ticket prices, and hey, 
we’re cooking! There is a huge differ¬ 
ence in prices between summer and 
winter. In summer a round trip ticket to 
London from Minneapolis runs $600- 
700. When I went in February I paid 
$400. That was a special deal and 
there were plenty of restrictions, such 
as length of stay, what days of the week 
you can fly in and out on. I suggest 
always flying on a weekday, or leaving 
the States on a Sunday and arriving 
there Monday morning. Nothing is open 
on weekends, so it’s just easier. 

Now before you go anywhere, you 
first need a passport, and , depending 
on the country, maybe a visa. France 
has been the only Western European 
country requiring visas for Americans. 
But, I believe they were going to dis¬ 
continue that this summer. I suggest 
making sure though. It takes quite a 
while to get your passport; 60 days I 
think. So if you’re think of going over 
some day, I suggest getting one now. 
Besides maybe someone will offer you 
a ticket and departure's in a week. You 
never know. Remember also that you 
usually have to book your flight 30 days 
or more in advance. 

Also, if you don’t have any dead 
normal clothes, go to the salvation army 
and get some. Be prepared to be clean 
and look straight; bleach your hair or 
dye it black. Don't have a totally shaved 
head, let some hair grow. But work itall 
out before you leave. The can and will 
refuse to let you in the country for no 
other reason than appearance. 

Think about what you want to bring. 
Depending on the weather, try to keep 
things light and few. Expect rain, wind 
and yes, snow in winter. However, 
compared to some of our winters I think 
irs warm over there. You want your 
stuff easy to carry. I found an amazing 
rucksack for $25 and I’m in love with it. 
It fits under the airplane seat so I don't 
have to wait for checked baggage. Even 
so, I still always pack too much. I forget 
I wear the same thing every day any¬ 
way. So for sure you need something 
waterproof, a towel, and a notebook. 
Towels are important because most 
hostels don't provide them, I found them 
to be expensive, and make decent pil¬ 
lows. The notebook is to write friend’s 
addresses in (new ones too), directions 
to stuff like gigs, and to record what 
you’ve done. If you ever go back you’ll 
know how to get places, and when your 
memory slips, you can read it and 
remember the great times all over again. 


I suggest if you're going some place 
where you don't know anyone to write 
to scene reporters and ask them stuff 
like where the fave pub is, record stores, 
venues, etc. However, don't expect 
them to put you up. That’s sometimes 
hard when you don’t know each other. 
Until I met up with my friends I had a hell 
of time finding record stores in Ger¬ 
many. I didn’t know what the German 
word was, so I couldn't look it up in the 
phone book. It's Schallplatter by the 
way. I think. In the future I will include 
addresses and numbers and maybe 
even direction. 

Everybody does things differently 
and lots of people have been to more 
places than myself. But when I go 
some place new I’m happy for sugges¬ 
tions and that's what 111 be trying to do 
right here. I might even torture you with 
stories I Aarrgghhhl I know my friends 
are sick of them. For our foreign read¬ 
ers, I highly suggest visiting Minneapo¬ 
lis. And good luck, our customs occa¬ 
sionally rivals that of England. In the
